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Community 
center gets 
city funds 


Supes, mayor 
back project, 
give $1.2M

T he Community Center Project 
(CCP), a group spearheading 
the drive to get a lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender community cen¬ 
ter in San Francisco, received financial 
support Monday, August 12, when the 
Board of Supervisors approved $1.2 
million to purchase a piece of Market 
Street property for construction of 
the center. 

Mayor Willie Brown had earlier 
identified the city funds - leftover rev¬ 
enue from the expansion of Moscone 
Center - and endorsed using the 
money for the community center. 

Dean Goodwin, the mayor’s liaison 
to the gay community, said that $1.1 
million of city funds will be used to 
help acquire the project site, and the 
remaining funds will go toward devel¬ 
opment of the community center. 

“This is by far our largest contri¬ 
bution to this project. It’s a solid 
demonstration of unanimous politi¬ 
cal support for the project,” said Scott 
Shafer, president of the CCP Board of 
Directors. 

Shafer said he was equally pleased 
at Brown’s commitment of city funds 
for the project. 

“The mayor is committed to doing 
this,” Shafer said. 

The CCP has already located a pro¬ 
posed site at Market and Octavia streets. 
The planned facility of 48,000 square 
feet will include a renovated Victorian 
building, plus a newly constructed five 
to six-story building next door. 

About $75,000 of the city funds 
will be used immediately for envi¬ 
ronmental reviews and initial plan¬ 
ning for the site, Shafer explained. If 
all goes as expected, the center’s 
board of directors plans to purchase 
the site by November 1, he added. 
The entire project is expected to be 
completed by 1999. 

In addition to the city’s $1.2 mil¬ 
lion, acquisition of the property is 
being made possible by funding from 
the city’s Redevelopment Agency. An¬ 
other $1.5 million must still be raised 
from individuals, foundations, and 
businesses, Shafer noted. 

The overall budget for the project 
is $7.3 million, according to Shafer, 
who said he expects the city to con¬ 
tribute additional funds for construc¬ 
tion from the Redevelopment Agency. 

Additional money will be raised 
through a $1.5 million capital cam¬ 
paign that is now being put together. 
The CCP board expects substantial 
support from corporations and foun-

C andace Gingrich set the tone at a rally 
outside the Republican convention in 
San Diego Monday by invoking her 
own family. “I spoke to Mom today,” the 
openly lesbian half-sister of House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich told the crowd, “and she gave 
me some advice: ‘Candace,’ she said, ‘Be nice 
to your brother.’ 

“I’ll be nice to him when they start being 
nice to immigrants and other groups,” was 
her response. According to her newly pub¬ 
lished autobiography, An Accidental Activist , 
Gingrich is no longer on speaking terms 
with her half-brother and she had no plans 
of attempting to see him in San Diego. 

Other speakers at the rally included Eliz¬ 
abeth Birch, head of the Human Rights 
Campaign, whom Candace refers to in her 
book as “my boss”; Melinda Paras of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF); 
and Urvashi Vaid, a former NGLTF executive 


director. They all maintained office space, 
along with GLAAD and other groups, in a 
“Media Center” storefront across from the 
convention center. 

All the national groups took advantage of 
the media exposure the convention offered. 
Although local and network coverage may 
have been upstaged somewhat by pro-choice 
and anti-Prop 192 (CCRI) protests, the new 
all-news cable channel MSNBC and public 
radio interviewed Vaid and Rich Tafel of the 
Log Cabin gay Republican club. 

Most of the week’s activities were coordi¬ 
nated by a local group called “Voices ’96.” Al¬ 
though that group said at an information 
meeting in San Francisco during Gay Pride 
weekend they wanted convention activities 
to remain local and grassroots, they seem 
satisfied with the assistance they received 
from national organizations. 

Gay Republicans declined to participate 
in any “Voices ’96” staged events, saying they 
felt it was too much influenced by “labor.” 
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Log Cabin's Rich Tafel. 


Michael Botkin’s last column 


Editor's note: Bay Area Reporter columnist 
Michael C. Botkin died last Thursday evening, 
August 8, at his home in Bernal Heights. This 
column was written in October of last year. 

W riting one’s last column is certainly 
an odd and morbid task. It’s not 
that I feel particularly closer to 
death than I have in a while -1 stare 
it in the face every day - but my last oppor¬ 
tunistic infection was so severe that if I had¬ 
n’t recovered, I wouldn’t have had any op¬ 
portunity to say good-bye. When the OI 
with my name on it comes, it may not give 
me enough warning to put my affairs in 
order. So to hedge against this possibility, I’m 
writing it now, and hopefully, my partner 
will find it and get it published after my 
death. 

Any writer who takes himself seriously, 
and also takes his readers seriously, wants to 
explain to himself and to them why he’s been 
writing. My general drift should have been 
obvious from my writing, but I won’t be 
around anymore to refute my critics, so this 
is my last chance to try and say where I 
was coming from and where I was 
going to. 

As a freshman in college, I 
was fascinated when I encoun¬ 
tered the Millgram study in peer 
pressure. This classic research 
put a “subject” in a room with 
nine “confederates” - exper¬ 
imenters pretending to be 
just other “subjects.” They 
were assigned the task of 
telling the exercise leader 
which of three lines on a series of cards was 
the longest. In all cases, this was perfectly ob¬ 
vious, but all the confederates would, time 
after time, vote for what was patently not the 
longest line. 

Most of the subjects voted with the ma¬ 
jority, without raising any questions. The few 
who did not at first soon went along after a 
few rounds of being glared at by their sup-

posed colleagues. I vividly remember the 
photograph of one of the rare holdouts, 
a pathetic crewcut nerd liter¬ 
ally crying in despair as he, 
once again, insisted on re¬ 
porting what his eyes told 
him instead of going along 
with the majority. 

This is the story of my life. 
I would stand up and an¬ 
nounce the obvious, and 
be reviled for my efforts. 
The boy who said, “The 
emperor has no clothes,” 
was, in real life, no doubt torn limb from 
limb by the angry crowd for destroying their 
splendid illusion. It’s not that I wanted to see 
all this stuff, I couldn’t not see it - which 
most of my peers managed without any 
trouble. I also couldn’t keep my damn 
mouth shut, and insisted on sharing my

AIDS group seeks help with Sidewalk Fair

T he AIDS Emergency Fund is 
seeking donations for its 
Fifth Annual Pine and Jones 
Sidewalk Fair, to be held August 
24 and 25. 

The fair will include a tradi¬ 
tional sidewalk sale of new and 
used items, plus food, entertain¬ 
ment, and more, according to co¬ 
ordinator David Slocombe. It will 
be held in front of the historic 
Gate Restaurant, where the finan¬ 
cial assistance group’s First coin 
collection jar was started just nine 
years ago. 

Since its inception, AEF has 
raised more than a million dol¬ 
lars, mostly from pennies and 
other coins dropped into scores 
of the collection jars that have 
become a familiar sight next to 
cash registers and office coffee 
machines throughout San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The agency does not provide 
direct cash assistance, but distrib¬ 
utes funds for emergency finan¬ 
cial needs in the form of second- 
party payments, to vendors such 
as landlords and pharmacies, or 
utilities such as Pacific Gas and 
Electric and Pacific Bell. An esti¬ 
mated 3,200 people received the 
$500 yearly grant in 1995. 

“And thanks to years of every¬ 
day kindness by thousands of 
donors and volunteers, our slogan 


‘Every Penny Counts’ rings truer 
than ever,” Slocombe said. 

Although he called AEF’s 100 
million penny milestone “incred¬ 
ible,” Slocombe acknowledged 
that more is needed, pointing out 
that “thousands of our neighbors” 
are struggling every day with such 
financial basics as rent and utili¬ 
ties, as well as medical care and 
prescriptions. 

“And we must continue to 


raise money,” he said, “so that 
people with AIDS won’t have to 
face the financial burden of AIDS 
alone.” 

Less than six percent of the 
agency’s budget is spent on 
fundraising, Slocombe said, be¬ 
cause the non-profit group is 
committed to volunteer-based 
fundraiser and relies on tremen¬ 
dous grass roots support. 

“The AEF’s simple motto says 


it all: ‘Sharing our love, now more 
than ever.’ Each of us has a gift to 
share that will help meet the 
needs of the community. And 
even though the need is enor¬ 
mous, I hope everyone remem¬ 
bers that whatever the gift, every 
penny counts ,” Slocombe said. 

In addition to the sidewalk 
sale, the event will feature a cham¬ 
pagne brunch, a silent auction, 
and a raffle. Pioneering ho- 


mophile activist Hal Call has do¬ 
nated $900 and a $300 winner- 
designated travel prize. Other raf¬ 
fle prizes include a $100 Macy’s 
gift certificate. ▼

Endup dispute 
ends up in suicide

% former owner of San Francis- 

M co’s Endup bar fatally shot 
himself in the head last Sat¬ 
urday, August 10, after holding a 
SWAT team at bay for more than 
nine hours, Millbrae authorities say. 

Police had been seeking 51- 
year-old Douglass Whitmore 
since July, when he allegedly shot 
Carl Hanken after a long and bit¬ 
ter dispute over the estate of Han- 
ken’s late brother. 

According to police, Whitmore 
refused to surrender to some 50 


officers who surrounded his 
camper in Millbrae Friday night. 
Shortly before 5 a.m. Saturday 
morning they fired tear gas into 
the camper, forcing a friend of 
Whitmore’s to surrender from in¬ 
side, but Whitmore remained be¬ 
hind. Approximately an hour later 
police fired a second round of tear 
gas, and then reported hearing the 
sound of a shot from inside the 
vehicle. 

Authorities waited for more 
than a half hour before venturing 
into the camper, where they say 
they found Whitmore dead with a 
gunshot wound to the head. 


Whitmore had been sought on 
a $500,000 warrant for allegedly 
shooting Hanken in the back and 
arm after forcing his way into his 
victim’s home in a rage. Whit¬ 
more had been the heir and ex¬ 
ecutor of the estate, including the 
popular South of Market bar, after 
Helmut Hanken died in a 1993 
shooting mishap. Carl Hanken 
sued, alleging mismanagement, 
and a series of court battles 
throughout 1995 stripped Whit¬ 
more of control. 

At the time of the shooting, 
Carl Hanken had a restraining 
order against Whitmore. T

The San Francisco Police 
Commission has dropped mis¬ 
conduct complaints against SFPD 
Captain Michael Yalon and Lieu¬ 
tenant Michael Erlich in connec¬ 
tion with the police raid of a 1994 
South of Market New Year’s Eve 
fundraiser. 

The cases against the two offi¬ 
cers were dropped following a Po¬ 
lice Commission ruling on a mo¬ 
tion to dismiss brought by the of¬ 
ficers’ attorneys. 

Six San Francisco officers were 
charged in the incident, in which 
police closed a private fundraiser 
for Visual AID and arrested peo¬ 
ple attending the benefit. Com¬ 
plainants said police and Califor¬ 
nia State Alcohol and Beverage 
Control officers beat and arrested 
them without cause, and made 
sexist and anti-gay comments 
during the action. 

The dismissal clears Erlich of 
any charges related to the raid. 

Yalon will receive only a verbal 
admonishment by the chief of po¬ 
lice for failing to post Southern 
Station with notices that people 
arrested on drinking-related 
charges have the right to demand 
a breath test. 

The staff attorney for the Of¬ 
fice of Citizen Complaints, which 
is conducting its own investiga¬ 
tion into the matter, expressed 
disappointment at the commis¬ 
sion’s decision but said the 
charges dismissed were not criti¬ 
cal to the OCC case - and pre¬ 
dicted that complainants would 
prevail. 

“We’ve got a lot of very strong 
cases - and quite frankly the 
major focus is on officers who did 
not have probable cause to arrest 
people and used unnecessary 
force when carrying out arrests,” 
said Diane Chin of the OCC. 

Nanci Clarence, an attorney 
with Steel Clarence and Buckley 
who represented many com¬ 
plainants, said, “I think the fact 
that these cases have been dis¬ 
missed is cause for alarm. There is 
every indication that the miscon¬ 
duct that marred this raid was or¬ 
chestrated from the top down.” 

“The more senior officers seem 
to be walking away with a slap on 
the wrist,” she said. ▼

PWA, lover face relocation from 
non-rent controlled SF building

wo San Francisco gay men, 
one of them living with 
AIDS, have been forced to 
leave their home and move out of 
town after their landlord raised 
their rent more than 49 percent in 
less than three years - to nearly 
$1,500 a month. 

The astronomical rent increase 
of $472 a month is possible be¬ 
cause the couple lives at the St. 
Frances Place Apartment com-

plex, located at Third and Folsom 
streets, which was exempted from 
rent control when it was erected 
in 1979. 

D. Lowell Sullivan and Stanley 
R. Wickham chose the complex as 
their permanent residence in Feb¬ 
ruary 1994, when the rent was 
$955. Subsequent increases have 
brought it to $1,135 - and anoth¬ 
er $292 rise is effective September 
1. Unable to meet the increases, 
Sullivan and Wickham will relo¬ 
cate across the Bay, and the unit 
will be converted from long-term 
residential housing to short-term 
- and higher-priced - “executive 
suite” apartment rentals. 

“We found another place to 
live in Berkeley, and I’m preparing 
myself to move out by the first of 
the month,” said Sullivan, who has 
had AIDS for five years. He told 
the Bay Area Reporter the trauma 
of the forced relocation is deep, 
and that as the shock of the major

life disruption wears off, he most¬ 
ly feels rage. 

“It makes me mad. I get angry 
about it,” he said. 


And, Wickham pointed out, 
“This will mean that Lowell’s en¬ 
tire HIV support system - from 
his doctor down - will have to be 
changed and rebuilt, after five 
years of time-consuming, energy¬ 
draining work to put it in place: 
work there is neither time nor en¬ 
ergy to re-create in a new county 
or city.” 

According to Wickham, the 
couple’s home can now be rented 
by a commercial tenant, perhaps 
a corporation wanting a place to 
house visiting executives. 

To top matters off, the couple 
says that they want - but don’t re¬ 
ally expect - their rental deposit 
back, because they know of no 
former tenant who had such a de¬ 
posit returned. ? 

Pat Soma, a certified property 
manager who manages the St. 
Francis Place site, did not return 
the B.A.R.’s inquiries to Lincoln 
Properties. T

T he phrase “awkward good-bye” seems 
almost redundant, since so few good¬ 
byes are any other kind. This week 
brought another painful farewell with the 
death last Sunday of columnist Michael 
Botkin. 

Michael’s weekly “HIV Watch” and 
“Queer Watch” columns ran in the Bay Area 
Reporter for more than sue years, en¬ 
tertaining, educating, infuriating, % 

and illuminating the world ^ 
around himself - and us - twelve 
hundred words at a time. Like 
most B.A.R. columnists, he was 
rarely at the office except when he 
dashed in to drop off his columns. Be¬ 
cause the copy was immaculate, and 
immaculately punctual, there 
was less than the ordinary 
need for us to call to nag and 
cajole; so months would 
sometimes go by when we wouldn’t ex¬ 
change more than a few words with him. 

But during those months we, like so 
many others in our community, knew 
Michael intimately through his writing. 
Week after week, we were among the tens of 
thousands of readers who shared his life, 
which he saw with unusually sharp clarity 
and reported with an unusually sharp pen. 

His columns were witty, insolent, brave, 
heartfelt, and always honest. 

And now there won’t be any more of 
them, and we wish we’d called him more, 
even when we didn’t have to. 

The tragedy of losing Michael, who 
clearly cared what he was more than how he 
was described , was amplified by the hypo¬ 
critical political chicanery that was to un¬ 
fold in San Diego this week. It isn’t only that 
we believe Michael would have loved de¬ 
scribing the Republican convention - as 
he’d have loathed every second of its men¬ 
dacious insincerity - but also because 
America clearly needs more uppity faggots 
like him sounding off, to counter the white 
bread uniformity that’s been promoted in 
San Diego. 

One image we’re sure he would have 
liked was the waterfront launch of the Dole- 
Kemp team on Sunday, where the cheap and 
nasty bridesmaid-blue taffeta backdrop 
(well, what talented designer would work 
for those guys?) failed to reveal the mock- 
up of the White House behind the candi¬ 
dates as planned. Instead of dramatically 



falling away, the batons of fabric slipped and 
schlepped to the ground just as pinwheel 
fireworks went off in all directions: it looked 
much more like a minor electrical disaster 
than a planned pyrotechnic display. 

The fake White House, meanwhile, 
looked like a mobile home with a really 
grandiose entrance; Dole, chanting “on to 
victory,” looked like Christopher Lee in 
Candidate of Wax; and we kept think¬ 
ing about The Wizard of Oz. 

“Pay no attention to that trailer 
behind the curtain,” said a voice in 
our head. 

Maybe it was Michael’s. 


^ As unintentionally hilarious as 
most Republican conventions 
are, there is a lot of danger 
there too. Many of the coun¬ 
try’s better-paid strategists are 
now hard at work trying to convince peo¬ 
ple that Dole is better than Clinton and 
Kemp is better than Dole, that tax cuts are 
better than economic stability, and that 
guns are much much better than butter. 

Most of all, of course, the consultants 
and marketers are there to prove that what 
is plainly obvious isn’t there at all. How else 
could one explain the party’s sudden focus 
on people of color in its video clips, when 
only 101 of the more than 1,900 delegates

there in the flesh are Hispanic or African-

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Seven litmus tests

S o, you have straight friends - even 
family members, perhaps - who are 
so very understanding and accepting 
of your homosexuality. Or are they, really? 
Take a second look and see how they stand 
up to these seven litmus tests: 

1) Of course, if they accept your homo¬ 
sexuality, they are most likely “liberals.” 
And, being the good liberals they are, they 
proudly wear T-shirts and decals proclaim¬ 
ing their support of black people’s rights, 
women’s rights, ecological causes, anti-nu¬ 
clear slogans, et cetera. But where are their 
T-shirts that say something like “Another 
hetero for gay rights?” If your straight 
friends do not display pro-gay icons on a 
regular basis - as they do for other causes - 
then they are not truly supportive of your 
sexual civil rights. Just as in the past, many 
white folks did not vocalize support for 
black people from fear of being called “nig¬ 
ger lovers,” many liberals are afraid of being 
labeled “faggot” if they display support for 
gay rights. (Their loss, and your holocaust.) 

2) Your “progressive” hetero friends love 
to chew the fat over political issues (see 
above), yet they never seem to come around 
to discussing the gay dilemma. Unless, of 
course, you yourself interject that topic, 
with resulting token responses by your 
“supportive” chums. But if you’re silent, or 
not there, homosexuality is never a part of 
their progressive agenda. 

3) If your “loving” family members say 


they support you, how far will they go in de¬ 
fending you before a bigoted relative? Or do 
they avoid the topic of homosexuality alto¬ 
gether, in order to never be in a position to 
defend you? 

4) If you lost a lover from AIDS or other 
tragedy: how many family members rush to 
your side in loving concern, to ease you 
through your passage of grief, as they 
clearly would for their heterosexual 
kin? Or do they give you a cursory 
nod of sympathy, then go on their 
own selfish way? (Implying, of 
course, that no one can really take a 
homosexual relationship seriously 
- it is, at best, a joke, and certainly 
something one can get over in a 
few weeks or less.) 

5) Has any close rela¬ 
tive (such as a brother, sis¬ 
ter, or parent) ever volun¬ 
tarily approached you to ask your opinions 
of what it’s like to be gay, and how you cope 
with an intolerant society? Does any relative 
take the kindness to recognize your human¬ 
ity during Lesbian/Gay Pride Week? (Or do 
they all pretend they don’t even know of its 
existence, even when you remind them of 
the upcoming event each year?) 

6) Are your “understanding” hetero 
buddies often rationalizing society’s homo¬ 
phobia with statements like, “Well, hetero¬ 
sexuality is so deeply ingrained in our cul¬ 
ture, it will take some time yet for society to 
come around” - although they would never 
dream of saying the same thing for other is¬ 
sues of oppression, such as black people’s 


rights, child abuse, job discrimination to¬ 
wards females, etc. (Yet those negative as¬ 
pects are just as ingrained in our society, as 
is hatred towards homosexuals.) 

7) Do your relatives go all ga-ga over 
conventional “het” weddings within the 
family, and pretend to never comprehend 
why you might feel a little less eager to cel¬ 
ebrate these breeder unions than they are? 

Many of us live in delusion as to the as¬ 
sumed “stalwart support” from our hetero¬ 
sexual kith and kin. So I hope the examples 
above will wake up some of our 
s i sters and brothers. I must also 
point out that if you do have 
family members and straight 
friends who pass these litmus 
tests, then you are a lucky 
soul, indeed. 

I am a Christian who 
believes that Jesus is ho¬ 
mosexual, and whose lover is, of course, 
God.

Pink triangles at Dachau 

Recently I went to the infamous former Nazi Con¬ 
centration Camp at Dachau near Munich. The site is 
now operated as a memorial and museum. Some of 
the buildings have been rebuilt as originally con¬ 
structed. One can wander the site at will, and con¬ 
ducted tours by memorial site employees are also of¬ 
fered. 

My lover, daughter and I took the conducted tour, 
which was quite comprehensive, well conducted, and 
admirably objective. Dachau was primarily a labor 
camp for political prisoners and not an extermina¬ 
tion camp, although it is documented that nearly 
40,000 people died while imprisoned there. 

This was the first camp set up by the Nazis 
after Hitler’s victory in gaining power. It 
was purported to be a rehabilitation 
camp where a person was to be “cured” 
of their offensive or dissenting behavior. 

The guide gave extensive explana¬ 
tions on the formation of the camp, its 
operation, and details of the types of 
prisoners kept there. He described the 
markings, or patches, issued to the pris¬ 
oners which were to be continually worn as identifi¬ 
cation of their related offense. Even though the guide 
supposedly reviewed each group, including Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, thieves, etc., there was no mention of Gays. 
One of the few references we had found was a display 
board within the Museum which did include the pink 
triangle given to homosexual prisoners. 

My lover inquired of the guide if Nazi-designated 
degenerates were kept at the camp, and the lengthy 
response entailed the imprisonment of many 
Catholic priests. We finally asked if there was any ev¬ 
idence that pink triangle prisoners were kept at 
Dachau. The guide’s response was that there were sev¬ 
eral hundred verified pink triangle prisoners. He fur¬ 
ther commented that they were the most despised of 
the groups, especially since some of the SS Guards 
knew they themselves belonged to this group. A bor¬ 
dello was set up at the camp where the pink triangle 
prisoners were forced, supposedly encouraged, to 
have sex with women in order to cure themselves. We 
presumed that most, if not all, never left the camp 
alive. 

To our astonishment, and even after the explana¬ 
tion, another member of our tour, an American man, 
asked who were the pink triangle prisoners. It was the 
first time that our guide said the word homosexual. 

All of this indicates that even though the percent¬ 
age of pink triangle prisoners was not large in com¬ 
parison to the total numbers imprisoned, they can be 
easily overlooked and disregarded. One prisoner of 
any group should be significant enough to remember 
and reflect upon. It further emphasizes to me that we 
must always remind people of our history. As noted 
above, some Americans also remain uneducated on 
the symbolism behind the pink triangle and why it is 
so important to us. Let us not let these facts be ne¬ 
glected and possibly forgotten.

Beth receives a wake-up call 

Sometimes I shudder at the lack of “sapphistica- 
tion” present in the printed comments of those who 
provide political commentary on behalf of our com¬ 
munities.

I don’t 
want to be too “hyperbolic,” so let me just say that as 
an African-American gay man who has greatly bene¬ 
fited from the results of affirmative action, I am more 
than mildly concerned about the present conservative 
agenda to roll back affirmative action and the rights 
of immigrants and poor people in this country. 

Hello! Wake up, Beth! The simple fact is that we 
need affirmative action now more than ever in this 
country to ensure that people of color and women are 
afforded the basic opportunities of education and 
employment. Every empirical study that I have seen 
discussing diversity in employment and education 
seems to point to the continued presence of discrim¬ 
ination and the lack of equal opportunity. Yes, it is a 
bittersweet experience to need the assistance of affir¬ 
mative action to get a job or education for which you 
are well-qualified. I am not quite 40 years old, but I 
can give ample testimony to the continuing nature of 
discrimination against women and people of color 
even in the g/l/b/t communities. The continuation of 
the need for affirmative action is much more a state¬ 
ment about society at large than it is about the qual¬ 
ifications of those it benefits. 

I do not know what to make of the specious argu¬ 
ment that in the “corporate world ... aggressive anti- 
discrimination efforts and equal benefits for same-sex 
partners are years ... ahead of the law.” This may be 
true on Deep Space Nine, that wonderful space-sta¬ 
tion run by an oh-so attractive African American 
male, but back here on planet earth this is simply not 
the case. Word, Beth— there are more than a few of 
us out here who believe that there is a well-organized 
attempt on the part of conservatives to roll back the 
clock. You may believe that the gains made by Cali¬ 
fornia’s politically powerful g/l/b/t communities will 
remain unchallenged while all others fall around us, 
but there are some of your loyal readers who find this 
sentiment to be a load of - well, hyperbole. Do your¬ 
self a favor, get educated. You could find no better 
teacher than Ms. Goldstein at the Human Rights 
Commission.

fter Bob Dole gives his no 
doubt inspiring acceptance 
I speech tonight (Thursday, 
August 15) and the GOP delegates 
return home to await the Democ¬ 
ratic coronation in a few days of 
President Clinton and Vice Presi¬ 
dent Gore in Chicago, the focus 
will shift to the Great Debates of 
the ’96 campaign, with the main 
question being who will be debat¬ 
ing whom. Dole’s picking Jack 
Kemp, the GOP’s best-known 
roving mouthpiece, as his run¬ 
ning mate, was a surprise, and 
many feel the real debate in this 
presidential year should be be¬ 
tween Bob and Jack. 

The two men despise each 
other, and everyone knows it. Like 
his “good friend” William Ben¬ 
nett, Kemp, since leaving the 
George Bush administration 
four years ago where he was sec¬ 
retary of HUD, has made himself 
available for television talk shows 
galore and racked up sizable 
speaking fees for the past four 
years, but not much else. Re¬ 
porters covering the GOP confab 
in San Diego this week were even 
disagreeing about where Kemp is 
registered to vote - in Buffalo, 
where he reportedly keeps a 
home; Washington, where he now 
reportedly lives; or Palm Springs? 
By press time, the riddle may be 
solved. 

Back to the debates! A half- 
dozen examples where 
the GOP’s newest Odd 
Couple disagree: 

• Legal immigration - 
Bob Dole openly 
cuts; Kemp has 
loudly critical of ef¬ 
forts to curb it, par¬ 
ticularly in 
California; 

• Gun con¬ 
trol - Mr. 

Kemp favors a 

ban on combat-style weapons; 
Dole has strongly opposed it in 
Congress; 

• Tax increases - Back in 1985, 
Senator Dole proposed a politi¬ 
cally risky $300 billion package of 
spending cuts to ease the national 
deficit, and persuaded the Ronald 
Reagan administration to go 
along. Kemp and other leading 
Republicans opposed it; Reagan 
eventually withdrew his support 
and the bill never became law; 

• The flat tax - once a hard¬ 
ened opponent, Dole now cau¬ 
tiously endorses the flat-tax idea, 
but has “serious reservations” 
about ending certain deductions; 
Kemp is a leading advocate of a 
flat tax; 

• Social security - During the 
1988 GOP primaries, Kemp 
warned that Bob Dole was a 
“threat” to Social Security, saying 
that he would cut benefits; 

• Affirmative action - Dole op¬ 
poses any type of affirmative ac¬ 
tion and earlier this year backed 
legislation that would end federal 
preferences based on race or sex; 
Jack Kemp strongly supports af¬ 
firmative action and thinks race is 
a legitimate factor in equal em¬ 
ployment and economic matters. 

Whoever said “politics makes 
strange bedfellows” could have 
had this unholy union in mind. 
The Dole-Kemp ticket is little 
more than a “marriage of conve¬ 
nience,” the football equivalent 
(to borrow an analogy Kemp 
might use) of a Hail Mary pass, a 
desperate act by Dole to plug the 
hole in his campaign’s leaky dike. 

To be sure, the Republicans

commenting, “These guys don’t 
like each other and haven’t for a 
long, long time.

He under¬ 
stands he’s not number one, but 
he is going to have to remind 
himself continually of that.” 

Great Debates of ’96? Well, 
maybe. But the best of the bunch 
should be between Bob Dole and 
the man he chose as his sparring 
partner ... er ... running mate.

The Log Cabin Club held its 
convention in San Diego last 
weekend and decided, according 
to a spokesperson, to delay a deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to endorse 
the Dole-Kemp ticket “until after 
the convention, so we can see 
what develops.” 

Incidentally, Log Cabin mem¬ 
bers informs me that they have 
four (count ’em four ) “openly 
gay” delegates at the GOP confab 
and two alternates.

In that smaller pool, being 
(according to my friends) a catch 
hasn’t been enough to move me 
up from a feast-or-famine dating 
life. 

Fortunately for my general 
happiness, I’ve learned two 
things. First, if something’s 
worth doing, it’s worth doing 
even without a date. Second, 
being a quality babe and having 
a dollar will get you on the 
Muni; lesbians (present compa¬ 
ny included) are crazy - we can 
get as high on drama as we can 
on romance. When you’re out 
there looking for love, what the 
women you encounter do won’t 
always make sense. 

Funny, though - since they 
gave me that button, I’ve been 
getting a lot more attention, 


whether it’s been on my chest or 
in a drawer. Yeah, my magic but¬ 
ton’s been getting a workout. Or 
maybe this is just a particularly 
affectionate summer - there was 
a lot of shared affection, etc. 
among most everyone in 
Philadelphia for the Internation¬ 
al Ms. Leather contest weekend. 
Myself, I got into a liplock that 
prompted a decision to take it 
upstairs to her room so as not to 
be rude, scored a date for back 
on the coast, and was greeted 
with hugs and kisses everywhere 
I went. Maybe it was the whole 
process of preparing to com¬ 
mune with Mt. Shasta over sum¬ 
mer solstice - accepting that les¬ 


bians are crazy, that I’m clue- 
challenged when it comes to 
sorting out lesbian courtship 
group dynamics, and that I can 
center in my own bliss even 
when out of sync with the gener¬ 
al madness. Or maybe my 
friends worked some great but¬ 
ton magic? 

Peculiar balance 

Detecting a theme of my get¬ 
ting babe attention after relaxing 
and going with the flow? That 
may be partly true. Late last fall, 
on my meditative hikes, I kept 
finding myself in a peculiar bal¬ 
ance: having a wonderful, 
happy sense that the things I 
most like to do had fairly 
consistently put me in the 
line of fire for deep inspi¬ 
ration, while also feeling so 
detached I could have 
floated off this plane 
right then and there. 

In fact, I felt a subtle 
pressure to do 
the latter. 

This was ac¬ 
tually irritat¬ 
ing. I felt it dis¬ 
honored the path of walking in 
(lesbian) beauty just as it seemed 
the universe was saying relax and 
give some props to that madcap 
Bethie lifestyle. 

I’d been feeling a kind of dat¬ 
ing life ennui, and even futility. 
In my last “going with,” the emo¬ 
tions had reached a certain point 
then leveled off; subsequent “po¬ 
tential babes” were flaking right 
and left. Intellectually, I accept¬ 


ed being great girlfriend materi¬ 
al but too quirky for mass ap¬ 
peal; emotionally, it stung. Since 
my life was full of good friends 
and cool adventures, it was obvi¬ 
ously time to get over the idea 
that life’s being good depended 
on whether a primo relationship 
was part of it. 

That I could accept with 
equanimity a springtime affair’s 
both starting and ending abrupt¬ 
ly was a relief - and a sign being 
philosophical works. Still, all 
things considered, I’d rather be 
in (requited) love (ooh, bumper 
sticker philosophy!). To this, a 
friend said, “Well, duh - of 
course you value both being cen¬ 


tered as an individual and rela¬ 
tionships. Of course you’d prefer 
to be involved with someone. 
That’s why we’re lesbians, duh!” 
That helped put things in per¬ 
spective. 

True to form 

And then I was off to Shasta, 
where I really honed that sense 
of “Hey, this is life, I’m passing 
through and having adventures 
on the way.” Not long after I got 
back, I got an invitation to come 
over for dinner from a friend I’d 
kind of underestimated - she 
was in no way granola crunchy, 
but had struck me as being 
more on the “soft, fuzzy” 
generic lesbian side 
than she actually 
turned out to be. We held 
true to lesbian form: pro¬ 
gressing from friendly 
greeting to talking 
more about our lives 
over dinner, to a little 
making out on 
the couch to a 
Melissa 
Etheridge 
CD, to being 
all over each other (you know 
how that works). 

This was my first post-Shasta 
“date” date, and there was a mo¬ 
ment on her couch when I real¬ 
ized just how inwardly and spir¬ 
itually focused I’d gotten for 
(and while hiking on) Shasta, 
how well I’d gotten centered and 
into flowing along with mi vida 
loca with a sense of bemusement. 
I was pretty much all over her; 
my knee was in her crotch and I 
was straddling her thigh, and we 
were both cooing and moaning 
as we kissed passionately (sound 
familiar?). 

Suddenly, I was simultane¬ 
ously in the moment and ob¬ 
serving myself. “That’s right,” I 
found myself thinking, “you’re a 
lesbian. This is what you do.” 
Then I found myself thinking, 
“Wow, this is great! Excellent 
call, Beth!” It suggested I had in¬ 
deed climbed to a high altitude 
in the geography of both Cali¬ 
fornia and my psyche, was now 
settling back into my mundane 
life and realizing that life was 
pretty cool. 

So now, though I’m not ex¬ 
actly being the belle of the ball, 
I’m meeting cool women and 
getting enough affectionate at¬ 
tention (with potential for 
things to go wherever) for a nice 
baseline level of contentment. If 
the girl of my dreams showed up 
on my doorstep tomorrow, I 
wouldn’t say “I gave at the of¬ 
fice” and slam the door. What’s 
nice, though, is the sense of 
“flow”: I’m out there interacting 
and seeing what tomorrow 
brings, in that happy lesbian 
way. ▼

Nominations open 
for lesbian AIDS 
leadership award

he Whitman-Walker Clinic 
1 in Washington DC has an¬ 
il nounced the creation of a 
national award to honor lesbian 
leadership in the fight against 
AIDS. Nominations will be ac¬ 
cepted until Sunday, September 1. 

The Mary Walker Award will 
be given to a lesbian whose work 
in the field of HIV/AIDS has had 
a remarkable impact on a nation¬ 
al level, said a clinic spokesman. 
The award will be presented at the 
“Sharing the Fight: Honoring Les¬ 
bian Leadership in the AIDS epi¬ 
demic” fundraising luncheon at 
the Willard Hotel in the capital on 
October 12. 

Organizers noted that the lun¬ 
cheon, to benefit the clinic’s Les¬ 
bian Services Program, is being 
held as part of many AIDS-related 
events, like the 1996 National 
AIDS Candlelight March led by 
Elizabeth Taylor, that will occur in 
conjunction with the October dis¬ 
play of the AIDS Memorial Quilt 
on the Mall in the nation’s capital. 

“Since the very beginning of 
the epidemic, lesbians have made 
significant contributions in the 
fight against AIDS,” said Jim Gra¬ 
ham, executive director of the 
Whitman-Walker Clinic. “It was 


the lesbian community that first 
stood with gay men demanding 
that this nation respond to and 
acknowledge the death of thou¬ 
sands in our community. 

“Today, they continue to stand 
with all who are helping to fight 
this battle. It is time for us to 
honor their commitment,” Gra¬ 
ham added. 

The Mary Walker Award bears 
the name of the Civil War Army 
physician and Congressional 


Medal of Honor recipient. Specif¬ 
ically, the award will recognize 
outstanding contributions by a 
lesbian in the fight against AIDS 
in one of four categories: AIDS 
awareness, advocacy, the provi¬ 
sion of care or service, or medical 
research. 

In addition to the award, the 
Whitman-Walker Clinic is also 
creating a “Lesbian Honor Roll.” 
For $25, any lesbian who has 
made a difference in the fight 
against HIV/AIDS can be added 
to the honor roll, which will be on 


permanent display at the clinic. 
Names of those on it will also ap¬ 
pear in publications for the Shar¬ 
ing the Fight luncheon. 

Women for the honor roll can 
be a volunteer, caregiver, an advo¬ 
cate, social worker or researcher, 
or any other lesbian who has con¬ 
tributed in the battle against 
AIDS. Each honoree will receive a 
certificate or recognition. 

The deadline for the lesbian 
honor roll is September 10, for 


those wishing to have their names 
appear in the luncheon event ma¬ 
terials. ▼

Is outing in - again?

he day after Congressman 
Jim Kolbe’s August 2 public 
announcement that he is 
gay, local newspapers sang his 
praises with overwhelmingly sup¬ 
portive editorials and articles. The 
Arizona Republic wrote, “Is a story 
about Rep. Kolbe’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion news at all? There can be no 
debate about his commitment to 
Arizona and the quality represen¬ 
tation he has delivered through¬ 
out his tenure in office.” On Au¬ 
gust 2, however, the backlash 
began to appear. 

The Arizona Republic upped 
the ante with a series of editorials 
that shifted the focus away from 
Kolbe, and his vote for the so- 
called Defense of Marriage Act 
(DoMA), to a full-scale crusade 
against “outing.” An editorial on 
August 3 stated, “It’s hard to un¬ 
derstand how gay activists can 
justify‘outing’ gay or lesbian pub¬ 
lic figures. It is a strategy that can 
only be condemned.” A new wave 
of public debate on outing was 
born. 

The News with Brian Williams 
took up the debate on MSNBC, 
the cable television/Internet col¬ 
laboration between NBC and Mi¬ 
crosoft, with guests speaking from 
two different viewpoints on out¬ 
ing. The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign’s political director Daniel 
Zingale spoke out encouraging 
lesbian and gay politicians to 
come out for themselves, and 
OUT magazine columnist 
Michelangelo Signorile advocated 
for reporting a person’s sexual 
orientation if it is relevant to the 
story. 

Signorile maintained, “Public 
figures are often trying to conceal 
things that sometimes are relevant 
to the public, and we as journal¬ 
ists do report those things. [With 
Kolbe] we had a Congressman 
who had voted against the gay 
community.” In Signorile’s view, 
Kolbe’s orientation was complete¬ 
ly relevant to the news story. Zin¬ 
gale, on the other hand, disagreed 
with outing someone against their 
will in favor of working closely 
with gay and lesbian politicians to 
persuade them to come out of the

Despite glowing press and a 
solid following, Atlantic Records 
gave Extra Fancy (led by openly 
gay, HIV-positive Brian Grillo) 
the heave-ho.

tures a young Judy Garland with 
a buzz cut, the magazine’s logo. 
The magazine’s other icons and 
art are equally colorful and in¬ 
triguing. Articles range from an 
opinion piece on male body 
image and gym queens to a surre¬ 
al photographic fairy tale. A hilar¬ 
ious piece on Chastity Bono is not 
to be missed. 

The magazine will be posted 
on the world wide web and will 
feature a relatively innovate struc¬ 
ture. Most web sites are arranged 
in a tree-like branching format. 
Explains Christopher Nash, de¬ 
signer of Judy Who?, “We are tired 
of seeing that same old structure.” 
So Judy Who? will be much more 
decentralized and random. A 
reader will choose one of four dif¬ 
ferent topics (truth, lies, propa¬ 
ganda, and flesh), and the com¬ 
puter will randomly pull up an ar¬ 
ticle or graphic relating to that 
topic. The site will also have a 
place people can leave messages 
for each other and a search index 
for those who need to find a spe¬ 
cific article.

pproximately 100 men, 
both HIV-positive and 
HIV-negative, turned out 
to express their thoughts and ex¬ 
periences of living with the AIDS 
epidemic at the final “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement” meeting at Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church-San 
Francisco in the Castro. 

The forum consisted of three 
meetings, one for HIV-negative 
men, one for HIV-positive men - 
both of which were held last 
month - and the final session 
with both groups, held last Mon¬ 
day, August 12. “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement” was presented by the 
People With AIDS Coalition 
(PWAC) and Invention, a prima¬ 
ry prevention project working 
with HIV-negative men. 

The theme of Monday’s forum 
was “Division or Reunion.” 

Susan Thompson, site supervi¬ 
sor at the city’s Health Center 
Number One in the Castro, was 
the moderator for the meeting. 
Thompson has worked with the 
AIDS Health Project for ten years. 

Bill Hershon, a member of the 
PWAC board of directors, said he 
thought the forum, and the dia¬ 


logue it sought to create, was 
needed in the gay community. 

“You don’t normally think of 
the HIV-positive community 
reaching out,” Hershon told the 
B.A.R. before the meeting began. 

Hershon went on to tell the 
audience that PWAC was an early 
supporter of Invention when it 
formed last year, and joined with 
the group to put on the three 
community meetings. 

“The idea was to synthesize 
concerns of both communities,” 
he said. “There are, no doubt, 
areas of contention, but I hope 
everybody can share their con¬ 
cerns and viewpoints. 

“I think mutual respect is im¬ 
portant.” 

Dr. Joseph Brewer, a psy¬ 
chotherapist and director of In¬ 
vention, pointed out there aren’t 
many meetings like the “Gentle¬ 
men’s Agreement” forum. 

“This is a community event 
like we don’t have too often, with 
positive and negative men getting 
together,” Brewer said. “We need 
to work on some differences - or 
accept them.” 

Beyond HIV 

Project Inform’s Ben Collins, 
who moderated the HIV-positive 


forum held last month, said the 
main issue under discussion was 
disclosure of a person’s HIV sta¬ 
tus. 

“Disclosure kept coming up 
over and over, and over,” he said. 

Michael Crosby, who moderat¬ 
ed the HIV-negative meeting, said 
disclosure was talked about by the 
men who attended that meeting 
as well. 

At the end of the two-hour 
meeting, participants found simi¬ 
larities between HIV-positive and 
HIV-negative men, primarily 
concerning the grief and loss as¬ 
sociated with the epidemic. 

Since confidentiality was re¬ 
spected at the meeting, most peo¬ 
ple did not give their names when 
they spoke. 

One man who identified him¬ 
self as HIV-positive said that he 
had two very different experiences 
regarding disclosure. One was very 
positive, but the other was nega¬ 
tive, involving a person who told 
others about his HIV status, which 
affected his job and social life. 

Another man who is HIV-neg¬ 


ative, and has an HIV-positive 
partner, said he knows what’s 
going to be safe for him and said 
he takes responsibility for his 
body, his life, and his death. 

Still another said that being 
HIV-positive has changed the way 
he perceives life and death. “When 
you’re HIV-positive a funny thing 
happens to your sense of time,” he 
said. “Time is very precious.” 

Several people spoke about the 
exhaustion they have felt in 15 
years of living with the AIDS epi¬ 
demic in the community. 

One HIV-negative man said he 
didn’t get tested until ten years 
into the epidemic. Since then, he 
said, “All I can do is the best I can.” 

“We’ve all lost, we’ve all hurt,” 
he added. “It’s beyond HIV.” 

Another topic of discussion at 
the meeting involved the lack of 
diversity in the audience, and the 
age of those in attendance: most 
in the room were older white 
men. 

“Where are the younger men?” 
asked one participant. “I wonder 
why most of us are older.” ▼

The Moment is here

T oday (Thursday, August 15) 
Q Action, the young men’s 
program of the STOP AIDS 
Project, launches The Moment 
campaign, an innovative ap¬ 
proach to reducing HIV infec¬ 
tion in gay and bisexual men. In 
preparation for the start of the 
program, eye-catching pink ads 
reading, “hey queer boys, get 
ready for the Moment” have 
been placed all over the city, 
from billboards to bathrooms. 
Given the sophistication of this 
advertising effort there’s no 
doubt young queer men are 
ready - but what exactly is the 
Moment? 

The Moment refers to the 
three-second period when a per¬ 
son decides whether to have safe 
or unsafe sex. The program will 
examine this moment through 
five different topics: sex and 
communication, sexual motiva¬ 
tions, relationships, drugs and al¬ 
cohol, and the future. Each topic 
will last for six weeks. 

The Moment will use Q Ac¬ 
tion’s existing programs to pro¬ 
duce discussion on the topics. 
The campaign will continue with 
ads introducing each new topic 
as the program progresses. Cafe 
Chats, informal meeting groups 
in coffee shops, will now center 
on the Moment. Q Action is also 
changing its FLIQ program, a 
monthly video screening and dis¬ 
cussion event, to focus on the 
Moment. Hot issues like sexual 
motivations will generate inter¬ 
est, say designers. 

David Boyer, the Moment’s 
creative director, conceived of the 
project while working with Might 
magazine. An article about safe 
sex appeared in the magazine, 
which is for young people, gay 
and straight. The debate around 
the article was used to create the 
program. Q Action then held a 
pre-test with several young men 
to define exactly what the Mo¬ 
ment is. A summit was held in 
early May for young people, ser¬ 
vice providers, and researchers to 
talk about the Moment and iden¬ 
tify issues that need to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

With the start of the Moment, 
Q Action kicks off a new era in 
AIDS prevention services, com¬ 
bining commercial mass media 
techniques and substantive 
health programs to serve the 
younger generation. They are a 
model for how to attract and ed¬ 
ucate young queer men. 

No easy answers 

The campaign is designed to 
ask questions rather than answer 
them. “We’re asking people to 
think and read a lot,” says Boyer. 
“We’re not offering easy an¬ 
swers.” Boyer hopes that the var¬ 
ious group conversations will get 
queer men to self-evaluate their 
sexual activities. 

The program wants men to 
think about the Moment before 
it happens, so that they can 
transform an essentially irra¬ 
tional moment into a more con¬ 
trolled one. “Do the work now,” 
Boyer says, “don’t wait for the 
Moment.” 

To get the word out about the 
Moment, designers created an 
advertising campaign to entice 
and puzzle. The flashy pink ads 


on billboards, in bathrooms, and 
in local publications left every¬ 
one wondering what the Mo¬ 
ment could be. Young men in 
Club Universe asked if the Mo¬ 
ment was a new club. Was it a 
perfume, a magazine, a store, or 
a television show? 

This innovative approach was 
borrowed from today’s mass- 
media advertising techniques. In 
fact, “hey queer boys get ready 
for the Moment” evolved direct¬ 
ly from “Get Ready to Rock,” the 
slogan for the summer block¬ 
buster The Rock. 

This modern approach is 
well-suited to the target audi¬ 
ence. Q Action serves queer men 
25 and under - those who have 
grown up in an environment of 
sound and video bites. The de¬ 
signers knew this because they 
are part of the target audience. 
They know what catches the eyes 
of young gay and bisexual men, 
what they read, and where they 
hang out. 

And the campaign seems to 
be a success: so many calls came 
in to Q Action that the recep¬ 
tionist was overwhelmed, and a 
new mailbox had to be created. “I 
know 75 percent of gay and bi 
men are wondering [what the 
Moment is]. I don’t doubt that,” 
says Boyer. 

The whole advertising cam¬ 
paign has been very cost effec¬ 
tive, he adds. Most of the design 
was donated by a local design 
company, Diseno. The pink and 
black graphics have been repro¬ 
duced very cheaply onto stickers 
and postcards. The Moment even 
made its own condoms by 
putting a pink sticker on condom 
packages. 

Boyer also says people in Eu¬ 
rope want to import the Moment 
to help safe sex efforts on that 
continent. ▼ 
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Medical marijuana 
hearing today

T he August 4 raid on the 
Cannabis Buyers Club by 
state narcotics officers has 
prompted a 1 p.m. hearing before 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors Thursday, August 15.

an emergency. San Francisco al¬ 
ready has such a program in place 
regarding needle exchange. 

The city attorney’s office said 
that it has no legal opinion on the 
resolution at this time, and Dr.

Oakland council forms 
medical marijuana group

T he Oakland City Council 
unanimously passed a reso¬ 
lution that establishes a 
working group to ensure that 
Oakland police officers adhere to 
the city’s tolerant medical mari¬ 
juana policy. 

The city’s Public Safety/Health 
and Human Services Committee 
developed the working group 
concept in June. According to City 
Manager Craig G. Kocian, the 
group will most likely consist of 
12 members, including city 
staffers, members of the public, 
and interested council representa¬ 
tives. 

The working group’s primary 
task will be to analyze and frame 
the city’s medical marijuana poli¬ 
cy. The city council established a 
policy that law enforcement activ¬ 
ities regarding medical marijuana 
use shall be a low priority for the 
city. 

The Oakland Police Depart¬ 
ment has also established a prac¬ 
tice and policy that the medical 
use of marijuana is and will con¬ 
tinue to be pursued at a low pri¬ 
ority, according to Kocian’s re¬ 
port. 

“I believe that this marks the 
first time a legislative body at any 
level of government has estab¬ 
lished an official committee with 


No on 215 
campaign 
takes a hit 


t acramento Superior Court 
Judge William Ridgeway 
ruled Friday, August 9 that 
the “No on 215” anti-medical 
marijuana campaign is “mislead¬ 
ing,” and ordered changes in the 
ballot argument to be printed in 
the November election hand¬ 
book. 

Both Los Angeles District At¬ 
torney Gil Garcetti and the Amer¬ 
ican Cancer Society had objected 
that the argument misrepresent¬ 
ed their positions. Specifically, 
Garcetti demanded the group 
stop listing him as a member of 
their coalition; the cancer group 
complained to California Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones - himself a 
co-sponsor of the ‘No on 215” 
campaign, with Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dan Lungren - about the main 
headline, “American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety Says No.” 

The society is not against 
Proposition 215. Ridgeway or¬ 
dered the passage removed im¬ 
mediately. 

The ballot argument also 
claimed that “No Major Doctors’ 
Organization Supports Prop. 
215,” despite its endorsement by 
the San Francisco Medical Society 
and the American Academy of 
Family Physicians, groups repre¬ 
senting more than 9,000 physi¬ 
cians. 

The National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML) denounced what it 
called a “thread of major errors 
occurring throughout the argu¬ 
ment against Proposition 215 
[and] clear evidence of either in¬ 
competence or direct intent to 
mislead voters this November.” ▼ 


the express purpose of ensuring 
that the police do not enforce 
marijuana laws," said Oakland at¬ 
torney Robert Raich, one of the 
people involved in forming the 
working group. 

Specifically, the resolution 
states that a “working group shall 
consider legislative and adminis¬ 
trative methods to ensure en¬ 
forcement of and compliance 
with the city’s medical marijuana 
policy.” 

Craziness to reality 

The passage of the Oakland 
resolution occurred just days 
prior to the August 4 raid by the 
state Department of Narcotic En¬ 
forcement on the San Francisco 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC). 

The resolution, adopted July 
30, mentions support for the Oak¬ 
land Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC), 
which allows people to purchase 
marijuana for medical use. The 
club operates on a much smaller 


scale than the Cannabis Buyers 
Club in San Francisco did before it 
was ordered shut down by a supe¬ 
rior court judge August 5. 

Liana Held, co-director of the 
Oakland CBC, told the B.A.R. that 
the “craziness has given way to re¬ 
ality,” regarding the flood of calls 
the East Bay club received after 
the San Francisco CBC was 
closed. 

“We opened our location on 
July 4 and had about 150 mem¬ 
bers,” Held said. “Now we have 
over 330.” 

Prior to opening a location in 
Oakland, the club delivered mar¬ 
ijuana for medical use to its 150 
members. 

She added that the club’s limit¬ 
ed resources - they have old com¬ 
puter equipment and limited fax 
capability - have made the paper¬ 
work associated with new mem¬ 
bers overwhelming.

Docs say yes 
to medical marijuana

■■■ he San Francisco Medical Society endorsed a controversial 
I ballot initiative Thursday, August 8 to legalize marijuana for 
I medical uses. 

The group, which represents about 2,200 doctors in San Fran¬ 
cisco, announced its support for Proposition 215 just four days after 
state law enforcement closed down San Francisco’s Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Club, which provided marijuana to people with AIDS, cancer, 
and other diseases. 

Additionally, the California Academy of Family Physicians, rep¬ 
resenting about 7,500 doctors, joined the society in its endorsement 
Wednesday. 

The initiative would allow doctors to prescribe marijuana and 
enable patients to pick it up at the drugstore along with other legal 
medicines. 

However, Governor Pete Wilson and California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Dan Lungren oppose the initiative because they believe it would 
make it easier for healthy people to obtain and use marijuana. 

San Francisco Medical Society President Dr. Toni J. Brayer said 
the society based its decision on the results of an opinion poll of 
doctors who treat AIDS and cancer patients as well as drug addicts. 

The doctors surveyed reportedly told the society that they be¬ 
lieved legalizing marijuana was a good idea because it was a useful 
drug for some patients despite the moderate risk of addiction, 

“This initiative is an important one ... it will protect our pa¬ 
tients,” Brayer said. “What we want to do as physicians is to relieve 
pain and suffering.” Y

Forfeiture bill 

Senate Bill 2075, as originally 
drafted, dealt with reimburse¬ 
ments to counties and cities of 
certain fines and forfeitures. How¬ 
ever, as Migden alerted her col¬ 
leagues in an August 6 memo, the 
bill’s original contents have been 
deleted and replaced with lan¬ 
guage that would prohibit recog¬ 
nition of same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed in other states. 

After the rewritten bill passed 
out of committee, Assemblyman 
John Burton (D-San Francisco) 
sought the opinion of Legislative 
Counsel as to whether the 
changes to SB 2075 were germane 
to the original legislation. 

Deputy Legislative Counsel 
Jack G. Zorman issued an opinion 
July 12 that the amendments 
made to SB 2075 pertaining to the 
definition of marriage as “a civil 
contract between a man and a 


woman” were not germane to the 
bill, under Assembly Rule 92 and 
Joint Rule 9, both of which per¬ 
tain to rules for legislation.

However, as Zorman also point¬ 
ed out, the issue of whether amend¬ 
ments are germane “is a decision of 
the house in which the point of 
order on the subject is made.” 

Colbruno conceded that the 
Republican-controlled Assembly 
has the 41 votes needed to pass SB 
2075, despite the legislative coun¬ 
sel’s opinion. 

Colbruno said the whole issue 
is an example of what some legis¬ 
lators are willing to do regarding 
the same-sex marriage debate. 

“They’re willing to skirt the 
process,” Colbruno said.

ilP he political battle in Sacra¬ 
mento is heating up again 
over an Assembly bill that 
would prohibit recognition of 
same-sex marriage performed in 
other states, but would create a 
statewide domestic partner reg¬ 
istry. At the same time, a Senate 
bill that has nothing to do with 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riages was amended to include 
that language. 

Assembly Bill 1982, the origi¬ 
nal bill that would prohibit recog¬ 
nition of same-sex marriages per¬ 
formed in other states, passed out 
of a state senate committee Mon¬ 
day, August 12 with a 7-1 vote. 
The bill was amended to include 
a statewide domestic partner reg¬ 


istry, with language that is still in 
the bill, according to Michael Col¬ 
bruno, an aide to Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco). That amendment was 
added on July 8 after a lengthy 
hearing on the bill. 

Republican Assemblyman Pete 
Knight, author of the portion of 
AB 1982 prohibiting recognition 
of same-sex marriages, was unsuc¬ 
cessful in his attempt Monday to 
add various compromises to the 
bill concerning the domestic part¬ 
ner registry. The additions failed 
on a 10-0 vote, Colbruno said. 

According to Colbruno, the 
statewide domestic partner reg¬ 
istry in AB 1982 would be the 
most comprehensive in the coun¬ 
try - if it is ever implemented. 

The bill is expected to go to the 
Senate floor later this week.

C alifornia’s two Democratic

However, the chemicals, which 
are currently imported duty-free 
for use in clinical research trials, 
will soon be used for commercial 
production and, as such, will be 
subject to a 12 percent tariff until 
the WTO agreement goes into ef¬ 
fect next April. 

The proposed legislation, if 
approved, will eliminate the tariffs 
immediately, instead of waiting 
until next April.

During negotiations with the 
WTO nations to implement the 
pharmaceutical zero tariff, the 
Clinton Administration success¬ 
fully added the chemical com¬ 
pounds needed to manufacture 
nelfinavir. 

“Since the WTO negotiations 
will already provide a zero tariff 
for the chemical compounds on 
April 1, this legislation will likely 
have a diminished impact on tar¬ 
iff revenue,” Feinstein said. “For 
AIDS patients, their families, and 
those at risk, it’s a very small price

most widely read feature in the 
Bay Area Reporter. Although 
many love me, many also hate me, 
and this pretty much blackballs 
me when it’s time for community 
recognition.

Most people easily deceive 
themselves when necessary, ignor¬ 
ing the most obvious facts when 
social pressure dictates. I can’t 


help myself. Even when I agree 
with the conclusion of an argu¬ 
ment, I can still see its flaws. Even 
when I want a study to prove a 
point, I can see how it fails to do 
so.

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Docs find genetic 
resistance to HIV

|| n the first discovery that ex¬ 
plains why some people are re- 
* sistant to HIV, researchers at 
the Aaron Diamond AIDS Re¬ 
search Center in New York City 
said Thursday, August 8 they have 
found a genetic mutation that 
prevents the virus from infecting 
cells. 

But, researcher Richard Koup, 
MD, cautioned, “Very few people 
will actually have resistance to 
sexually transmitted HIV through 
this mechanism .” In fact, he said, 
preliminary estimates indicate 
fewer than one per cent of Cau¬ 
casians have the mutation. Esti¬ 
mates for other groups haven’t 
been made. 


The study by Koup, Nathaniel 
Landau, and others, in the journal 
Cell , is the first to point to a ge¬ 
netic reason for some people’s im¬ 
munity to the disease. But Koup 
pointed out the genetic explana¬ 
tion isn’t true for all cases of resis¬ 
tance. In fact, of the 25 people 
studied - all exposed but unin¬ 
fected - only three had the muta¬ 
tion and the Cell paper only re¬ 
ports on two. 

The three with the mutation 
were exposed early in the HIV 
epidemic, Koup said. “These are 
individuals who watched 40 or 50 
of their friends become infected 
and die, who watched their lovers 
become infected and die, and 
never themselves became infect¬ 
ed,” he said.

Effect of ethnicity, 
single gene discussed 

by Bob Roehr 


T wo teams of researchers simultaneously and independently 
discovered the double genetic mutation that may help deter¬ 
mine HIV infection and progression. In addition to the re¬ 
searchers at the Aaron Diamond AIDS Research Center, whose 
findings about CKR-5 appear in the Augusts issue of Cell [see ac¬ 
companying story }, scientists at the Free University of Brussels will 
publish their results in the August 22 issue of Nature. 

Dr. Marc Parmentier, heading up the Brussels team, compared 
healthy Caucasians to those infected with HIV, and found 20 per¬ 
cent of the former appeared to have a single mutated CKR-5 gene, 
but the mutation appeared much less often among those infected 
with HIV. 

He concluded that a single mutation may offer some limited 
level of protection from initial infection. He also believes that peo¬ 
ple with a single mutation are more likely to be slow progressors 
from initial infection to an AIDS diagnosis. That is presumably be¬ 
cause the virus cannot enter cells as efficiently, and hence multi¬ 
plies less quickly. 

The genetic factor might offer a partial explanation as to why 
the epidemic has so devastated Africa and is growing more rapid¬ 
ly among communities of color than among whites in the United 
States. 

Parmentier conducted a small study of Central Africans and 
Japanese and did not detect the mutation within those ethnic 
groups. That suggests it might be limited to Caucasians. Similar ge¬ 
netic patterns of susceptibility or resistance to certain diseases are 
well known. 

The CKR-5 mutation does not appear to affect their host in any 
other way. That opens the door to a possible line of research for 
therapy. It may be possible to artificially do what the mutation does 
naturally, block entrance of HIV to the cell, thus preventing infec¬ 
tion and breaking the cycle of replication among those already in¬ 
fected. Exploring those possibilities will take years of research. ▼ 


that nails it [resistance] down on 
the molecular level,” said Antho¬ 
ny Fauci, director of the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases. But Fauci cautioned that 
the mutation isn’t a “free ticket” 
for those who have it; the virus 
may have other ways of infecting a 
cell than the one blocked by the 
mutation. 

And he, like Koup, noted the 
mutation isn’t a complete expla¬ 
nation of why some people fight 
off the virus. 

Too short 

The mutation affects a mole¬ 
cule called CKR-5 that has only 
this year been linked - by Landau 
and others at the Aaron Diamond 
center - to the ability of the sexu¬ 
ally transmitted form of the virus 
to enter host cells. 

The invading HIV particles 
first attach themselves to cells of 
the immune system, using a CD4 
molecule. Then they enter the cell 
using the CKR-5 molecule, which 
serves as an entryway through the 
cell wall. 

The three individuals Koup 
and Landau studied had a muta¬ 
tion that made their CKR-5 mol¬ 
ecules too short to go through the 
wall of the cell, so the invading 
HIV particles had no entrance. 

The CKR-5 molecule usually 
plays a role in transmitting the 
signals that govern the immune 
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What to expect if you’re starting protease

% W- uch has been published 
about the effectiveness of 
W It protease inhibitors, a new 
class of powerful antiviral AIDS 
drugs that have been shown in 
clinical trials to dramatically de¬ 
crease the amount of virus in the 
blood (viral load) and raise CD4 
levels, but comparatively little has 
been written about the day-to-day 
implications of starting them. 

So far, three protease in¬ 
hibitors have been approved for 
sale by the FDA, and several more 
are in the pipeline and may be 
available within a year. The FDA- 
approved drugs are Abbott’s Ri¬ 
tonavir (Norvir), Merck’s Crixi- 
van (Indinavir), and Hoffman-La 
Roche’s Saquinavir (Invirase). 

Before beginning therapy, peo¬ 
ple with AIDS should read Project 
Informs guide to protease in¬ 
hibitors or the National AIDS 
Treatment Advocacy Project’s HIV 
Protease Inhibitor Report (see 
below for contact information). 
Patients should learn about the 
drugs ahead of time, so they can 
avoid having to discontinue thera¬ 
py because of side effects or drug 
interactions. This is especially im¬ 
portant with protease inhibitors, 
because any drop in the drug level 
in the blood (either because of a 
missed dose, a “drug holiday,” or 
discontinuation of the therapy al¬ 
together) may allow resistant 
strains of the virus to emerge in 
the body. These drug-resistant 
strains may be resistant to other 


protease inhibitors, as well. 

Because there are many vari¬ 
ables in taking protease inhibitors 
(severe drug interactions, resis¬ 
tance, the importance of comply¬ 
ing to a dosage schedule) patients 
should try to work closely with a 
doctor in choosing a treatment 
strategy that involves these drugs. 

People with AIDS should also 
consider their own general health 
in deciding whether to take a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor. Patients in relative¬ 
ly good health may benefit by wait¬ 
ing a few months before beginning 
protease inhibitor therapy. There 
will be more drugs to choose from, 
and we will know more about ef¬ 
fective combinations, drug inter¬ 
actions, and side effects. For exam¬ 
ple, a person in stable health with a 
viral load of 10,000 copies and a 
CD4 cell count of 500 might be a 
good candidate to wait. 

The drug’s effectiveness is also, 
of course, important. Saquinavir 
is thought to be the least potent of 
the three available proteases (al¬ 
though it can still be helpful), but 
the best tolerated by most people. 
Crixivan and Ritonavir are rough¬ 
ly on par in terms of efficacy, but 
Ritonavir causes many side ef¬ 
fects. In addition, protease in¬ 
hibitors are much more effective 
in combination with other antivi¬ 
rals (AZT/3TC/Saquinavir, for ex¬ 
ample) than on their own. The 
most effective combinations are 
comprised of drugs the patient 
has not used before. 

People with AIDS should seri¬ 
ously evaluate the possible side ef¬ 
fects of the drug, because stopping 
therapy could invite viral resis¬ 


tance. Ritonavir produces a wide 
range of serious side effects, in¬ 
cluding nausea, vomiting, lack of 
energy, and tingling around the 
mouth and extremities. Crixivan 
seems to cause fewer side effects 
(the chief one is microscopic 
kidney stones, which can 
be alleviated by insur¬ 
ing adequate water 
intake) and is better 
tolerated. Saquinavir is 
well tolerated by most 
people, and this may mean 
that patients can stay on the 
drug a long time. 

Drug interactions 
are another impor¬ 
tant consideration in 
choosing a protease inhibitor. Ri¬ 
tonavir blocks a liver enzyme that 
helps people process other drugs, 
and this can lead to life-threaten¬ 
ing overdoses of drugs that they 
are taking with Ritonavir. Some of 
these drugs include the anti-MAC 
drug Rifabutin, as well as a variety 
of painkillers, antidepressants, 
cold/sinus/allergy medicines, and 
antabuse. People considering Ri¬ 
tonavir should carefully review 
the list of known drug interac¬ 
tions with their doctor. There are, 
no doubt, many more drugs that 
could cause this problem but have 
not been identified yet, so patients 
should proceed carefully with 
other compounds, including tra¬ 
ditional and alternative therapies, 
over-the-counter medicines, and 
recreational drugs ana alcohol. 

All three protease inhibitors 
must be taken on a strict schedule 
to avoid allowing drug levels in 
the blood to drop. Patients should 


consider whether they will be able 
to adhere to such a schedule when 
deciding whether to try one of 
these drugs. People may want to 
try a strict schedule with vita¬ 
mins, to gauge whether they will 
be able to comply with taking 
protease inhibitors. 

Crixivan must be taken 
on an empty stomach, 
while Saquinavir and 
Ritonavir must be 
taken along with fatty 
meals. In addition, peo¬ 
ple must coordinate the 
protease inhibitor 
with the other drugs 
they are taking: for ex¬ 
ample, ddl should be 
taken one hour from Crixivan. 

Patients should think about 
their history with drug-related 
side effects when choosing a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor, as this may predict 
how well they will tolerate the new 
drug. For example, people who 
have experienced drug-related 
gastrointestinal problems in the 
past may be poor candidates for 
Ritonavir, which often causes 
these side effects. However, Abbott 
Labs claims that Ritonavir side ef¬ 
fects may pass after a few weeks. 

Patients starting a protease in¬ 
hibitor should set aside time to 
adjust to side effects and any drug 
interactions, and should discuss 
possible side effects, and their 
treatment, before beginning ther¬ 
apy. People should not combine 
protease inhibitors on their own, 
because of potentially very serious 
drug interactions. People should 
not take Seldane or Hismana with 
any of the three approved pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. 

Here are some additional tips 
regarding the three FDA-ap¬ 
proved proteases: 

Saquinavir: 

Must be taken three times a 
day, with fatty meals (this can be 
cheese, chocolate or peanut butter, 
in a pinch). Only four percent of 
this drug reaches the bloodstream; 
a stronger, more effective formu¬ 
lation may be available in six 
months to a year. Some people 
with AIDS are stockpiling the drug 
and taking it at double or triple 
the dosage to get more into the 
bloodstream, increasing efficacy. 
However, this doubles or triples 
the cost and may increase side ef¬ 
fects (diarrhea, generally). The 
bioavailability of the drug (the 
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system. But despite their lack of 
these molecules, Koup said, the 
three individuals appeared per¬ 
fectly healthy - something that 
may be good news for others at 
risk from the disease. 

“People don’t seem to need 
these molecules,” Koup said. 
“What that probably means is that 
we can try to block that molecule 
- and thus block the ability of 
HIV to use the molecule as an 
entry - and we shouldn’t see any 
adverse effects.” 

Help after infection 

Koup said blocking the virus 
out of cells could help people even 
after they’ve been infected: Infect¬ 
ed cells eventually die naturally 
and if no new cells were being in¬ 
fected, the level of the virus in the 
system would fall. 

“If you block any new infec¬ 
tion,” Koup said, “you’re going to 
have an anti-viral effect.” 

CKR-5 is one of a large class of 
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amount that gets in to the body) 
can be increased by up to 50 per¬ 
cent by drinking grapefruit juice 
during and one hour after the 
dose (under a doctor’s supervision 
- this may affect other drugs, as 
well.) The resistance profile of 
Saquinavir may allow you to take 
other protease inhibitors in the fu¬ 
ture. Saquinavir should not be 
taken with rifampin. 

Crixivan: 

In clinical trials, the most com¬ 
mon side effect was tiny kidney 
stones composed of undissolved 
drug. The risk of developing these 
can be reduced by drinking plen¬ 
ty of water. (These microscopic 
kidney stones did not cause pa¬ 
tients to drop the drug, generally.) 
Can be taken with a light snack 
(crackers). More effective than 
saquinavir; fewer side effects than 
Ritonavir. Persons taking Crixivan 
must halve their dosage of Ri¬ 
fabutin to avoid interactions. 
Drug interactions have been 
noted with ketoconazole, as well. 
At about $5,000 per year (de¬ 
pending on your payment plan), 
the cheapest of the currently 
available protease inhibitors. 

Ritonavir: 

Severe side effects that may 
lessen with time. Abbott is sug¬ 
gesting that persons gradually in¬ 
crease dosage over five days to 
limit side effects (no longer than 
five days, or resistance may 
emerge. Also, don’t try this grad¬ 
ual approach with the other pro¬ 
tease inhibitors without medical 
advice, because of resistance con¬ 
cerns.) May cause severe drug in¬ 
teractions with at least 23 com¬ 
monly used drugs; many more are 
likely to be discovered. Check the 
list of known drug interactions be¬ 
fore taking this drug; the dosage of 
some other drugs may have to be 
adjusted upward. Tobacco is shown 
to reduce blood levels of Ritonavir 
by eighteen percent, possibly lead¬ 
ing to a drop in effectiveness. Very 
effective in suppressing viral load 
and raising CD4 counts. Ritonavir 
has also been shown in clinical tri¬ 
als to prolong patients’ lives. ▼

molecules known as chemokine 
receptors. Koup said other 
chemokine receptors may take up 
the slack when CKR-5 isn’t pre¬ 
sent, accounting for the lack of 
adverse effects. 

At the same time, he said, there 
have been rare cases where HIV 
used two other chemokine recep¬ 
tors - CKR-2B and CKR-3 - as 
entries to cells, so that a CKR-5 
blocker would not be a sure-fire 
preventive. 

A more-virulent form of HIV, 
which usually appears later, just 
before the symptoms of AIDS 
occur, uses another molecule, 
called the fusin receptor, to enter 
cells. 

But although the three people 
in the study had normal fusin re¬ 
ceptors, they did not become in¬ 
fected with the late-stage virus ei¬ 
ther, Koup said, even though in lab 
tests their cells were easily infected. 

Koup said there may be some 
other protective mechanism at 
work. Or, he said, it could simply 
be a result of the fact that the late- 
stage virus is hard to transmit sex¬ 
ually. ▼

Nonspecific overtures 

Log Cabin members circulated 
throughout the Marriott Hotel 
next to the convention center, 
wearing “Big Tent” labels on their 
jackets, trying to garner inter¬ 
views with regional and national 
media in their suites and news¬ 
rooms. The club, which held its 
annual national conference before 
the convention, had half a dozen 
member-delegates inside the hall, 
including Judy Purrington of the 
Silicon Valley chapter, which (un¬ 
like San Francisco’s) has six fe¬ 
male members, including its vice 
president. 

Earlier, when GOP Represen¬ 
tative Tom Campbell of Palo Alto 


addressed the group at a Sunday 
luncheon, some members who 
had contributed to his campaign 
made it clear they were angry 
about his vote for the Defense of 
Marriage Act. Campbell seemed 
to finesse the issue, saying he’d 
done a day’s research in the Li¬ 
brary of Congress and found 
there were precedents for sup¬ 
porting it. Fie also said that as a 
former law professor he had to 
call things as he sees things. He 
defended himself by saying he’d 
written an op-ed for the L.A. 
Times in which he stated gays 
should have the same rights as 
heterosexuals. 

Log Cabin members declined 
to endorse Dole at their conven¬ 
tion, saying they prefer to wait for 
a sign or overture that their en¬ 
dorsement matters to a party for 
whom they’ve made financial and 
volunteer efforts. According to 
Tafel, however, “If we were satis¬ 
fied with overtures, we had those 
months ago. 

“It has to be more than that,” 
he said at a Sunday press confer¬ 
ence. 

“Many members are torn up,” 
he acknowledged. While most 
members don’t think Dole be¬ 


lieves in discrimination against 
us, he said, they’re waiting to see 
what a Dole administration might 
look like. Referring to the homo- 
phobic head of the Family Re¬ 
search Council, he said, “If Gary 
Bauer is going to be head of 
Health and Human Services, for¬ 
get it.” A Friday mailing will poll 
members on whether or not to 
endorse; some have questioned 
what kind of credibility they’ll 
have as a political organization if 
they fail to endorse twice in a row. 

Tafel, who has a divinity degree 
from Harvard and was an aide to 
Governor William Weld of Mass¬ 
achusetts, said he just wished gay 
activists “would be consistent. If 
they’re going to protest at the Re¬ 
publican Convention,” he com¬ 
plained, “they should also do so at 
the Democrats’,” since Clinton’s 
record on gay issues hasn’t been 
that great. 

Even testier was Candace Gin¬ 
grich, whose patience was obvi¬ 
ously put to the test by the Log 
Cabin Club’s buttons. 

“Big Tent, my ass,” she said at 
the rally. “Right wing extremists 
have hijacked this convention. We 
must keep them from hijacking 
the country.” T

dations, as well as individual 
donors. 

“We expect contributions to 
range from five dollars on up.

Shafer said. 

Not the aCC 

Shafer also told the B.A.R. that 
the organization is not competing 
with the Queer Cultural Center 
(QCC), a separate group working 
on getting an art and cultural cen¬ 
ter for the queer community in 
San Francisco. 

“I’ve talked with Pam Penis- 
ton, and she said they’d be look¬ 
ing for temporary space, they 
might be looking at the Commu¬ 
nity Center,” Shafer said. 

Peniston is president of the 
QCC Board of Directors. The 
QCC would focus primarily on 
artists and nonprofit arts organi¬ 
zations serving the gay communi¬ 
ty. That group held its second 
town hall meeting on August 3 to 
get input about the QCC, which is 
still in the planning stages. 


Shafer said that the Queer Cul¬ 
tural Center might utilize space at 
the community center for ex¬ 
hibits, while the community cen¬ 
ter, in turn, could use gallery space 
at the QCC. 

In addition to the work going 
on concerning the community 
center and the QCC, there have 
also been discussions of a visitor 
information center/museum by 
the Castro Area Planning and Ac¬ 
tion (CAPA) group. 

Proponents of the community 
center have stressed that San 
Francisco is one of the major 
cities in the nation without a gay 
community center. A resolution in 
support of the center that was 
unanimously approved by the su¬

ways enslaved me, drafting me 
into uncomfortable crusades in its 
defense. NAMBLA was horribly 
slandered in the local media a few 
years ago, a fact I easily demon¬ 
strated whenever I got the chance. 
I rarely did. The mere fact that I 
would listen to them at all was 
held to disqualify me as an inde¬ 
pendent judge! The incredible 
heat I took for stating easily 
proved facts frightened me, and 
by that time, I was already pretty 
hard-boiled. 

Yet, once I’d raised the issue, I 
couldn’t just let go and let the op¬ 
position win without a fight. De¬ 
spite death threats and phone ha¬ 
rassment and horrified vilification 
from many of my friends and 
even my partner (who otherwise 
has supported me in all my vari¬ 
ous unpopular causes), I persist¬ 
ed in covering the story for sever¬ 
al weeks until, morally exhausted, 
I threw in the towel. The truth 
does not set you free. Stupid thugs 
with nothing but naked lies to jus¬ 
tify their actions will beat well- 
meaning, peaceful, weaker types 
who just happen to be right every 
time. 

For some years now, I’ve been 
fighting atavistically, from con¬ 
trary instinct and love of truth 
wherever it may lie, rather than 
from any joy of battle. I hardly 
ever win, but I almost always score 
a few points. I have for some time 
had no hope of victory in either 
the short or long run, yet contin¬ 


ue to struggle out of an inability 
to do otherwise. As long as I can 
speak, I must speak the truth 
whatever the cost. The rewards 
have been meager, but I’ve had no 
choice but to play the role appar¬ 
ently assigned me by fate. 

Well, now I can speak no 
longer. The creeps and the mighty 
who were irritated by my petty at¬ 
tacks will no doubt rejoice at my 
passing, which is perhaps my 
main regret in dying and the 
thought of this is one of the things 
that’s kept me alive this long. At 
long last, I will have peace, assum¬ 
ing there’s no afterlife, which, alas, 
I’m pretty sure of. It’s just anoth¬ 
er one of those illusions far too 
comforting to be seriously chal¬ 
lenged despite a complete lack of 
supporting evidence. Probably 
there’s nothing after life but the 
void, which I have since joined. 

It’s possible that I’ll live till 
there’s a cure, in which case I’ll 
publish this as a curiosity piece. 
But frankly, that just doesn’t seem 
likely. So I’ll leave you with these 
parting words: 

Most of what you believe is 
false. Most of what everyone else 
believes is also false, though prob¬ 
ably in some different ways. We 
need these illusions to live and 
will fight to preserve them as 
though we’re defending life itself. 
And most of the time, in ordinary 
circumstances, it doesn’t matter. 
But in times of crisis, survival de¬ 
pends on the ability to cut loose 
from comfortable nostrums and 
face threatening realities. Those 
who cannot die. Most of those 
who do also die, but some survive.

er the backlog of paperwork,” 
Held said. 

As for the supply of marijuana, 
it’s holding up for now, Held said, 
though keeping the club stocked 
has been a “touch and go” situa¬ 
tion. 

The working group will make 
recommendations to the city 
council and is directed to report 
to the Public Safety, Health, 
Human Services, and the Family 
Committee no later than October 
1, according to the resolution. 

Earlier this year, the Oakland 
council declared its desire “not to 
expend city resources in any in¬ 


vestigation, detention, arrest, or 
prosecution arising out of alleged 
violations of state and federal law 
regarding the possession, cultiva¬ 
tion, and/or distribution of mari¬ 
juana for medical use.” 

According to Kocian’s report, 
data from the last seven years in¬ 
dicates only one documented ar¬ 
rest of a person who claimed to be 
involved in medical marijuana 
use; and police enforcement in 
that case stemmed from another 
violation of the law allegedly 
committed by the individual. 

“As evidenced by the Police 
Services Agency’s data, the law en¬ 
forcement regarding marijuana 
for medical purposes has histori¬ 
cally been a low priority,” Kocian’s 
report stated. ▼

‘Basquiat’ is an

here aren’t many role models left in the art 
world these days, at least not many with appeal 
outside the tiny subscription base of Artforum maga¬ 
zine. You might bear this in mind after seeing 
Basquiat, Julian Schnabel’s biopic of his friend and 
fellow art star, the late Jean-Michel Basquiat. Both 
artists have appeared in the higher-circulation pages of 
Vanity Fair — more than once. And why not? Basquiat in 
particular led the kind of life of which urban romantic 
myths are made. The young Basquiat crawled out from 
the refrigerator box he’d been sleeping in to display a tal¬ 
ent for energetic, graffiti-influenced paintings. In New 
York in the ’80s he found his way to fame, fortune, and 
a rock star-style heroin overdose, all by the age of 27. 

And Julian Schnabel, apparently, made enough 
money with his art to dabble in film a decade later. 

Basquiat, the movie, generally succeeds, despite Schn¬ 
abel’s vast, almost megalomaniacal presence. The 

artist wrote, directed, contributed original music., and even recreated the 
Basquiat paintings the late artist’s estate refused permission to include. It’s not wholly a vani¬ 
ty project, however. Schnabel has somehow managed an engaging, sometimes even subtle, in¬ 
sider’s portrait of a man and a now-legendary era. The very hip cast, which includes David 
Bowie as Andy Warhol and cameos by Courtney Love, Tatum O’Neal and others, may show¬ 
case Schnabel’s entertainment world connections, but they are usually breezy and enter¬ 
taining, not cliquish, presences. 

More important, Basquiat taps into ’80s nostalgia to resur¬ 
rect the languishing idea that an artist can indeed be a su¬ 
perstar, if a tragic one. Using Basquiat as his muse, Schnabel 
recalls the New York art and club scenes of the early ’80s 
with the most believable depiction of an artistic tempera¬ 
ment in recent memory.

hough he’s been dead for al¬ 
most 10 years, Andy 
1 Warhol is still setting 
trends, this time in narrative cin¬ 
ema. Over the past five years, the 
shoe-illustrator-turned-art-star 
has been portrayed no less than 
three times in mainstream feature 
films: by Crispin Glover in Oliv¬ 
er Stone’s 1991 The Doors; by 
Jared Harris in Mary Harron’s I 
Shot Andy Warhol; and now by 
David Bowie in Julian Schn¬ 
abel’s Basquiat, about the much 
ballyhooed, late painter Jean- 
Michel Basquiat. 

Of the three portrayals, each is 
suitably vague enough to be 
deemed superlative. What does it 
take, anyway? A good wig and a 
look of glazed bewilderment are 
about all an actor needs. Some, 
however, take issue with this 
dumb-blond portrait of Warhol. 
One local critic who attended the 


San Francisco press screening of 
Basquiat called for David Bowie’s 
head on a plate when the lights 
came up. “It’s a travesty,” he 
screeched. “This is one of the 
most important artists of the 20th 
century.” 

Which just raises the question, 
If Warhol is so important, why 
hasn’t some enterprising film¬ 


maker committed his story to 
film? We’ve seen films about peo¬ 
ple around Warhol — Jim Mor¬ 
rison, Valerie Solanas, Basquiat 
— but nothing on this fascinating 
Svengali himself. Why the Warhol 
stopgap? 

Stumped by this conundrum, 
we queried The New Yorker film 
critic Terrence Rafferty. “There 
are so many people guarding the 
Warhol legend,” Rafferty said over 
the phone from New York, “that a 
film about Warhol may never be 
made.” The art cognoscenti, he 
said, would hardly give its bless¬ 
ing to any characterization that 
overstates the notorious “dumb 
blond” persona. 

Yet that very quality is a 
Warhol signifier. “It’s true,” said 
Rafferty. “Even the least experi¬ 
enced actor can do deadpan, the 
wig does the rest. Just about any¬ 
one thin and pale could pull it 
off.” 

Maybe ... maybe not 

Perhaps a Warhol biopic could 
be Julian Schnabel’s next directo¬ 
rial effort? After all, Schnabel 
knew Warhol quite well, and if 
anyone has the moxie to put Andy 
on the screen it would be the fear¬ 
less Mr. Schnabel. Then again, 
maybe not. Despite his powerful 
connections and get-it-done atti¬ 
tude, Schnabel sometimes really 
misses the mark. Lord knows he 
missed it last year with that record 
he put out, Every Silver Lining Has 
a Cloud. In case you don’t re¬ 
member the recording, here’s Jef¬ 
frey Himes’ take on it, as culled 


from the pages of The Washington 
Post in July of ’95: “Schnabel is a 
Manhattan-painter-turned- 
celebrity, and he used that media 
clout to secure a recording con¬ 
tract even though he has no dis¬ 
cernible talent for making music. 
He could be described generously 
as a cross between Michael 
Bolton and Leonard Cohen; un¬ 
fortunately, on this record he 
writes songs like Bolton and 
sings like Cohen, instead of 
the other way around.” 

Ouch! 

Queer music 
awards 

A huge crowd 
turned out last Fri¬ 
day night at Luna 
Park in LA for the 
announcement of 
this year’s First Annual Gay/Les¬ 
bian American Music Awards, 
which will be handed out October 
6 in New York. Among the nomi¬ 
nees for best female artist are: 
Catie Curtis, Ferron, kd lang 
and Melissa Etheridge; the 
nominees for best male artist in¬ 
clude: Jallen Rix, Pussy 
Tourette, Gregory Gray, Jeff 
Krassner and the late Michael 
Callen.

Temple of kitsch 

The party of note last week 
was at Ggreg Taylor’s place in 
the Haight. Taylor, who is forever 
popping in and out of retirement 
from swankdom, threw the bash 
to christen his new apartment, 
which he has stuffed full of 
tchotckes from recent tours of 
Thrift Stores in the Spokane area, 


whence Ggreg hails. Typical of 
Taylor’s get-togethers, Saturday’s 
crowd was comprised of local art 
and cultural makers. Artist Timo¬ 
thy Cummings, Rough Justice 
Comics creator Brian McNally, 
and handsome Tom Radulovich 
(who is running for the BART 
board) were among the many at¬ 
tractive, hunky, tattooed, 
be-ringed, head-shaven 
and deliciously 
youthful guests who 
crammed them¬ 
selves into Taylor’s 
Baker Street flat. 

The lower portion 
of the food chain was 
represented by So¬ 
phie and Portia

Bloody rodomontade 

We recently lamented in this 
space about the pitiful state of 
homo journalism in SF, the way 
our motley rags veer so insanely 
between righteous hysteria 
(B.A.R.’s letters to the editor), 
woozy transcendentalism (Bay 
Times), and appalling emptiness 
(Hip Pocket).

In the first and better half of 
the film, Schnabel carefully sets 
up Basquiat’s natural born ambi¬ 
tion and developing responses to 
racism. The director films these 
early days in the East Village, 
where Basquiat experienced first 
love and first exhibitions, with a 
languid haze and pacing that may 
be the film’s major aesthetic nod 
to its druggy milieu. Basquiat, 
played by Angels in America star 
Jeffrey Wright, is a kind of blank, 
passive-aggressive character. He 
bops around quietly tagging brick 
walls with non-sequitur graffiti 
and acting like a precocious but 
inarticulate art student. He play¬ 
fully fingerpaints in pancake 
syrup at the diner as he flirts with 
the waitress (radiant newcomer 
Claire Forlani) who soon be¬ 
comes his girlfriend. 

Once Basquiat has his first 
major gallery success, however, the 
film unfortunately fast-forwards 
to his decline, a period that appar¬ 
ently has a greater link to Schn¬ 
abel’s ego. At this point, the direc¬ 
tor visually enters the picture. 
Large Warhol-style portraits of 
Schnabel lean against the wall be¬ 
hind one pivotal scene, and linger 
far longer than any sort of Hitch¬ 
cockian walk-on. The director also 
appears, not as himself but as the 
thinly-veiled fictional artist Albert 
Milo, played by Gary Oldman, 
who is a good deal thinner and 
more refined than Schnabel. Milo 


is the voice of artistic reason, a lov¬ 
ing father with a palazzo-like 
loft/studio. In the background of 
one scene, assistants create a pro¬ 
cession-like exhibition of huge 
Schnabel paintings. Such mo¬ 
ments slow down the narrative 
and strain plausibility. 

In the film’s second half, Schn¬ 
abel’s vision of the art world’s 
backbiting, sycophantic nature 
moves from subtext to fore¬ 
ground. The art dealers seem as 
bad as drug dealers, and both, ap¬ 
parently, will drain a young artist 
of his creative drive and his life, in 
short order. Basquiat may have 
used people on his way up the 
ladder, but the dealers seem 
worse. You get the point quickly 
with any one of the short scenes 
in which Parker Posey imperson¬ 
ates with horsey panache ruthless 
gallerist Mary Boone. 

Faggot central 

Schnabel does, however, main¬ 
tain our interest with an enter¬ 
taining web of bitchy art world 
habitues that includes a surprising 
number of gay characters. One of 
Basquiat’s first champions was gay 
art critic Rene Ricard (Michael 
Wincott), who passionately sup¬ 
ports the young painter but later 
throws a drama queen fit when 
Basquiat sells a painting to art 
dealer Bruno Bischofberger (Den¬ 
nis Hopper). 

Then, of course, there’s Andy 
Warhol. When Basquiat first sees 
Warhol on a Soho Street, his pal 
Benny, played by a fabulously 
greasy Benicio Del Toro, calls him 


“a fuckin’ homo.” Basquiat, ignor¬ 
ing the comment, plows ahead 
and tries to sell Warhol some little 
drawings of “ignorant art.” 

Initially, David Bowie’s Warhol 
is a jolt. We’re clearly looking at 
Bowie in a bad wig, aping the late

artist with traces of a British ac¬ 
cent and delivering lines like a 
glazed, helpless Valley Girl. But as 
his relationship with Basquiat de¬ 
velops, Bowie’s Warhol becomes 
more likable, caring, and even 
sympathetic. 

Warhol and Basquiat develop 
what looks like a loving relation¬ 
ship, or at least a seemingly co-de¬ 
pendent one. When the pair works 
collaboratively, they both voice 
their insecurities and dreams. 
“You keep crossing all my parts 
out,” Warhol whines. It’s unclear, 
though, how their relationship 
began, and what it entailed. After 
Warhol dies, Schnabel gives us a 
long, sappy scene of a teary 
Basquiat showing off his attrac¬ 
tive, shirtless body (as he often 
does), running grainy videos of 
himself with Warhol over and over 
in his mind. In the end, you get the 
feeling Schnabel has similarly fond 
memories of Basquiat. Y

Altman's wannabe musical exists in a vacuum

elf-styled cinematic “bad 
boys” don’t always age well. 

it Orson Welles ended his ca¬ 
reer with a bizarre mix of tacky 
showmanship (those unfortunate¬ 
ly unforgettable magic acts on the 
Merv Griffin Show) and fragments 
of films shot on the fly in Europe. 
Sam Fuller, no longer able to make 
vital cinema himself, became a sort 
of grizzled god figure to other au¬ 
teurs. Robert Aldrich went from 
wrenching attacks on Hollywood 
in films like The Big Knife and 
Whatever Happened to Baby Jane? 
to flabby melodramas about fe¬ 
male wrestlers. With Kansas City, 
Robert Altman joins this once-ex¬ 
alted company in what can only be 
called senility. 

The things we treasured about 
Altman are no longer in evidence. 
In fact, it’s hard to remember — 
after the stumble of Ready to Wear, 
with its endless jokes about dog 
shit, and now the fall with Kansas 
City — that they ever existed, at 
least after the late ’70s. Where are 
the formal innovations of Nashville, 
the behavioral niceties of McCabe 
and Mrs. Miller, the satirical edge of 
Three Women? Such remarkable 
stylistic touches are conspicuously 
absent from this excruciatingly con¬ 
ventional, disorganized, discon¬ 
nected mess of a movie. 

Kansas City, set in 1934, is Alt¬ 
man’s homage to his own Kansas 
City past; as a 15-year-old boy he 
was a regular at the city’s black jazz 
clubs, reincarnated here as “The 
Hey Hey Club,” run by Seldom Seen 
(Harry Belafonte). Altman intro¬ 
duces a number of plot threads and 
recurring motifs early on: musical 
duels by the virtuoso musicians of 
the day; a 14-year-old pregnant 
black girl who comes to the big city 
to have her baby; organized crime’s 
attempts to steal an election. 

The major thread of the film— 
more of a frayed rope — is the 
kidnapping of the wealthy Carolyn 
Stilton (Miranda Richardson), the 
drug-addicted wife of a presiden¬ 
tial advisor, by two-bit moll 
Blondie O’Hara (Jennifer Jason 
Leigh). Blondie’s boyfriend, John¬ 
ny (Dermit Mulroney, in a near 
wordless performance), disguised 
as a black man, has robbed one of 
Seldom Seen’s best customers. Sel¬ 
dom has Johnny in custody and 
Blondie figures if she kidnaps Mrs. 
Stilton, she can force Mr. Stilton to 
pressure the local white gangsters 
to retrieve her hubby in exchange 
for the return of his wife. 

In what must be the most 
leisurely, decorous kidnapping in 
cinema history, the two women im¬ 
mediately act like sisters and begin 
traveling throughout the city, visit¬ 
ing bars, offices, train stations and a 
home for unwed mothers. Mrs. Stil¬ 
ton, hazy from laudanum, has in¬ 
numerable chances to escape but 
doesn’t bother, and Blondie’s tough- 
gal front eventually crumbles. 
Meanwhile, Seldom Seen gives long- 
winded philosophical speeches that 
touch on everything from Marcus 
Garvey to the shocking puzzle of 
what to do about “the white boy” 
(Johnny) whose black disguise, 
courtesy of burnt cork, seems to dis¬ 
turb him more than his robbery of 
Seldom’s customers. 

The acting, usually strong in 
Altman’s films, ranges from self- 
indulgent (Belafonte) to remote 
(Richardson) to grating (Leigh) to 
nonexistent (Mulroney). Altman 
seems to have poured all his ener¬ 
gy into the music and mise-en- 


scene — a strategy that pays off in 
capturing the vitality of the black 
jazz scene and, intermittently, the 
feel of depression-era honky tonks 
and speakeasies. But clever trap¬ 
pings aren’t enough. Unable to 
weave the film’s many strands into 
a coherent whole, Altman relies on 
coincidences and unbelievable en¬ 
counters to keep things moving, 
and it doesn’t work. The jazz se¬ 
quences — contemporary musi¬ 
cians reprising the work of legends 
like Lester Young and Charlie 
Parker — are the only real attrac¬ 
tion, but even these disappoint in 
the context of the story. There are 
so many of them that Kansas City 
becomes, de facto, a musical, and 
in any good musical the music has 
to be integrated with the narrative. 
These sequences, especially the 
“cutting contests,” seem to exist in 
a vacuum — like the movie. ▼

Slow fade 

William Inge knew great success , sorrow 


Doc, the alcoholic husband, 
earned Booth an Oscar for her 
performance as Lola, the frowzy 
housewife who avoids the painful 
present by living in the past.

true to life — the screen beautiful¬ 
ly registers their poetic eroticism.) 

Playwright William Inge bril¬ 
liantly portrayed women re¬ 
sponding to stud males who 
promised sexual pleasure. His 
dark gift was recognizing the need 
to surrender to such pleasures — 
what else is there? — and showing 
that the pleasure, like physical 
beauty, is transitory. One sees in 
Hal and Madge the beginnings of 
the disillusioned couple that Doc 
and Lola become in Inge’s earlier 
work, Come Back, Little Sheba. 

Rosalind Russell is Rosemary, 
an “old maid schoolteacher,” des¬ 
perate for marriage — it doesn’t 
matter to whom, as long as he’s 
ambulatory. Holden’s bare chest 
and well-defined body have 
aroused and angered her; she’s en¬ 
raged at the way the young and at¬ 
tractive ignore anyone who isn’t 
both. 

Russell gives a fine-edged hys¬ 
teria to a woman for whom status 
and self-esteem mean having a 
man, and for whom time is rapid¬ 
ly running out. Labor Day isn’t 
just the end of her summer vaca¬ 
tion - it’s the end of the summer 
of her life. She faces a chilly au¬ 
tumn, a bleak winter, and is terri¬ 
fied. (Rosemary is Blanche 
DuBois’ less promiscuous, less 
cultured, more strident cousin.) 
After having had sex with her 
beau (the Oscar-nominated 
Arthur O’Connell), she faces her 
future head-on, begging him to 
marry her. It’s a heartbreaking 
scene and a great performance. 

Susan Strasberg plays Millie, 
Madge’s younger sister, who has 
brains, is going to college, and in¬ 
tends to avoid the beauty trap 
that’s snared her sibling. It’s mar¬ 
velous to see a gay man give voice 
to concerns that women, even in 
the “fabulous ’50s,” had about 
their lives. Like Tennessee 
Williams, Inge realized that 
women had few respectable choic¬ 
es, and those choices generally re¬ 
volved around men. If anyone has 
a chance for happiness, or at least 
independence, it’s Millie. 

In many ways Picnic is a better 
film than a play. Daniel Taradash’s 
script is faithful to the original. 
Amazingly, a scene in which Hal 
tells about being picked up by a 
couple of Thelma and Louise-like 
women, who refer to him as “beef¬ 
cake,” give him martinis, use him 
sexually, and then rob him at gun¬ 
point, was left in. 

Visually, the movie is striking, 
opening up the play without los¬ 
ing its small-town claustrophobia. 
Long before Blue Velvet, Inge ex¬ 
posed the pain that small-town 
America, a place so idealized in 
our country’s mythology, inflicts 
on anyone who is different, espe¬ 
cially if that person lives in one of 
its neat little houses. ▼

Q uestion: who is the Pulitzer 
Prize- and Academy Award¬ 
winning homosexual 
American playwright who had a 
string of Broadway and movie 
successes in the ’50s and early ’60s 
but who is almost completely for¬ 
gotten today? Answer: William 
Inge. This week (August 16-22), 
the Castro Theatre will do its part 
to educate the masses about this 
important literary figure with its 
revival of the superb film version 
of Inge’s Picnic, the drama that 
earned the playwright the Pulitzer 
Prize in 1953. For those who want 
to experience Inge at his best, Pic¬ 
nic should not be missed. 

William Inge was born into a 
lower middle-class family in In¬ 
dependence, Kansas in 1913. He 
put himself through college and 
graduate school by holding down 
a variety of odd jobs. He briefly 
worked as a theater critic in St. 
Louis, where, late in 1944, he met 


Tennessee Williams, just prior to 
the latter’s success with The Glass 
Menagerie. Williams was im¬ 
pressed by several of Inge’s as-yet 
unstaged plays and recommend¬ 
ed him to his agent, Audrey 
Wood, who eventually took him 
on as a client and arranged for a 
production of one of Inge’s early 
works at the Arena Theatre in 
Dallas. Another play, a forerunner 
of Picnic, was produced in St. 
Louis around the same time, but 
it opened to poor notices. 

To off-set the monetary va¬ 
garies of the writing life, Inge 
began teaching English and theatre 
in the late ’40s. But he persevered 
as a dramatist. In 1950, Come Back, 
Little Sheba created a sensation. 
For her performance in this com¬ 
passionate yet unsparing look at 
the consequences of brief roman¬ 
tic passion, actress Shirley Booth 
picked up all the acting awards 
that year and Inge was hailed the 
major new voice in American the¬ 
ater. Two years later, the film ver¬ 
sion, co-starring Burt Lancaster as 
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Age spots 

Snappy direction , fine cast save The Ritz

I t shouldn’t surprise anyone 
that many gay people are both 
attracted to and repelled by 
the popular art of the early days of 
gay liberation. Plays (and their 
movie counterparts) like Norman, 
Is That You?, The Boys in the Band, 
La Cage aux Folles, and The Ritz 
are as likely to stultify as to amuse 
in an era dominated by sex 
plagues. Republicans, and — let’s 
face it — the evolution of the gay 
community. I’m not talking about 
the laughable detritus of the era 
— the chiana shirts, bell bottoms, 
and puka shell necklaces (though 
these certainly contribute to the 
squeamishness of modern audi¬ 
ences). The problem is in the way 
these works construct gay charac¬ 
ters. We can no longer laugh easi¬ 
ly at vicious emotional wrecks like 
Michael in The Boys in the Band, 
in spite of his often brilliantly 
acerbic dialogue; or at the brain¬ 
less queen in Norman, Is That 
You?, who made “fabulous!” a 
catch-phrase in gay culture. 

So Josie’s revival of Terrence 
McNally’s 1975 The Ritz, following 
fast on the heels of Mart Crowley’s 
The Boys in the Band at the 450 
Geary Studio, comes as something 
of a surprise. McNally’s long string 
of successes, which includes Love! 
Valour! Compassion!, and his in¬ 
creasing stature as America’s pre¬ 
mier gay playwright, no doubt 
contributed to the decision to re¬ 
vive this early work, which hasn’t 
worn particularly well. 

The Ritz has a setting that was 
novel at the time — a gay bath¬ 
house in Manhattan in the mid- 
’70s. The plot is convoluted, to 
put it mildly. In the opening 
scene, a dying Italian patriarch ex¬ 
acts a promise from his son 
Carmine (George Pelham) to kill 


his son-in-law, Gaetano (Richard 
Wenzel). Straight Gaetano hides 
in “The Ritz,” a fictionalized ver¬ 
sion of the infamous Continental 
Baths. There he’s mistaken for a 
producer by ambitious third-rate 
diva Googie Gomez (Jessie Gray), 
harassed by chubby chaser Claude 
Perkins (Stuart Sherman), pur¬ 
sued by private detective Michael 
Brick (Stephen Charles Lincoln), 
and generally exposed to the 
barbs, hijinks, and sexual excesses 
of the bathhouse scene. There are 
cheesy musical sequences featur¬ 
ing Googie and a pair of posing 
go-go boy attendants, and a lip- 
synched Andrews Sister number 
performed (quite well) in drag by 
Gaetano and two of his “sisters.” 

Typical of classic farce, there’s 
an endless stream of jokes based 
on mistaken identities, non-stop 
action, people chasing each other 
all over the place and hiding 
under beds. The humor is not 
character-based, and not expect¬ 
ed to be — these are types, not 
people. What makes us laugh, 
when we do laugh, are the me¬ 
chanics of the farce, for example, 
Claude’s ever-accelerating pursuit 
of the unwilling Gaetano, culmi¬ 
nating in a scene in which Claude 
rams his quarry’s belly and 
screams, “My sweet jelly roll 
man!” 

The dialogue consists mostly 
of one-liners of the arched-eye¬ 
brow variety: “Sex is just my way 
of saying hello,” says Chris 
(Michael DeMartini). “Orgy! 
There’s an orgy in room 240 in 
four minutes!” Lines like these 
have lost the whiff of scandal that 
made them funny in 1975. Goo- 
gie’s once-endearing mala- 
propisms (“pull the wool over my 
ears”) and stereotypical “Latin 
spitfire” routine have a musty — 
if not aggravating — quality that 
minimizes the laughs. The center- 


piece of The Ritz is Gaetano’s 
dilemma, a “normal” middle-aged 
garbageman from Cleveland who 
is thrust suddenly into a glitter¬ 
ing, scary world of naked men, 
gender confusion, homosexuality 
and camp.'Gay audiences, even 
those back in the ’70s, could not 
have found this shocking or fasci¬ 
nating in the way the target audi¬ 
ence — the Broadway/dinner the¬ 
atre crowd — would have. And 
most modern gay viewers won’t 
either. 

Josie’s revival of The Ritz does 
benefit from Michael Pulizzano’s 
snappy direction and the actors’ 
consistently physical approach to 
these shrill cartoons. Stuart Sher¬ 
man is particularly vivid as the in¬ 
sanely tenacious chubby chaser, 
but his lust-object, Richard Wen¬ 
zel’s Gaetano, actually surpasses 
the script, somehow fashioning a 
believable characterization out of 
McNally’s cardboard elements. T

|| | jf hen Armistead Maupin, 
llfl1 Robin Williams, Billy 
W H Crystal, and a host of 
local celebrities all show up for 
the opening of a new play, you 
know there has to be a reason. In 
the case of Mrs. Klein, which 
opened last week at the Geary 
Theatre, the reason is Uta Hagen 
— theatrical legend and the orig¬ 
inal Martha in Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? Mrs. Klein arrives 
in San Francisco on the first leg of 
a national tour, yet, despite the 
imposing presence of its leading 
lady, this juggernaut of personali¬ 
ties is pretty much DOA. Audi¬ 
ence members who manage to 
stay awake may find themselves in 
a Blackglama dilemma, trying to 
figure out just what becomes a 
legend most. 

Playwright Nicholas Wright 
places his psychiatric vivisection 
in the 1934 London home of ther¬ 
apist Melanie Klein. The real-life 
Mrs. Klein was a pioneering psy¬ 
chiatrist whose principal failing 
appears to have been her tenden¬ 
cy to use her own children as the 
subjects of her psychological ex¬ 
periments. Klein’s adult son has 
recently died, and her daughter 
Melitta, who is also a therapist, 
seizes upon his death as an op-

portunity to settle old scores with 
mom. The foil for their verbal 
sparring is one of Klein’s students, 
Paula, played by Amy Wright as if 
the stage directions indicated Eve 
Harrington-Freud. 

Nicholas Wright’s 1992 play is 
akin to those hoary old chestnuts 


fashioned by Enid Bagnold for 
Kate Hepburn during the latter’s 
final days as a touring stage ac¬ 
tress. In Mrs. Klein, people talk — 
for almost two and one-half 
hours — spewing psychobabble 
about the stage as if it were manna 
from heaven. Given the material

at hand, Uta Hagen’s performance 
is quite an accomplishment, due 
to her ability to create and sustain 
a believable, if rather unlikable, 
character throughout. Her ten¬ 
dency for broad gestures and 
stentorian tones will be forgiven 
by anyone who has ever heard 
psychologist Jean Houston speak, 
although others may find the 
characterization just a bit too 
grand. Director William Carden 
succeeds at keeping the action 
moving and coaxes a fine perfor¬ 
mance from Laila Robins as the 
daughter, Melitta. Amy Wright 
fares less well with the demanding 
role of Paula, who must accom¬ 
plish her goals by covert means. 

Uta Hagen, who has taught 


some of the world’s finest actors, 
rarely appears onstage, but she is 
universally revered and respected 
as an actress. Why she chose this 
vehicle will probably remain a 
mystery for most viewers. But the 
greater tragedy is that it is unlike¬ 
ly Hagen, who is 77, will return 
again to perform in San Francis¬ 
co.

Gary In Your Pocket: Stories and 
Notebooks of Gary Fisher, edited 
and with an afterword by Eve 
Kosofsky Sedgwick; Duke Univer¬ 
sity Press, $14.95 

I guess I’m completely illogical 
— a latent homosexual schizo¬ 
phrenic bounding between 
white and black[,] like a gazelle,” 
16-year-old Gary Fisher wrote in 
his diary. A typical thought for a 
confused teenager with literary 
pretensions? Typical at any rate for 
Fisher, whose sumptuous and pi¬ 
quant meditations on his own 
short, angst-ridden life ground this 
posthumously published work. 

Two years ago, at the age of 32, 
Fisher succumbed to AIDS in total 
obscurity in a San Francisco hos¬ 
pital. Though he had diligently 
kept a journal for half his life and 
wrote short stories and poems, 
too, his searing words would have 
been buried with him were it not 
for the promise of his mentor and 
friend, literary critic and queer 
theorist Eve Kosofsky Sedgwick, to 
share them with others. 

Perhaps because Fisher felt so 
“completely illogical” as a teenag¬ 
er, the focus of his writing is on il¬ 
luminating the barriers that exist 
between people searching for the 
same things — love, meaning, 
self-realization. In 28 stories and 
poems, and in excerpts from a 
stunningly candid journal, Fisher 
takes readers on a dolorous voy¬ 
age into his own fractured soul. 
What readers may find once they 
get to the core of Fisher’s writing 
is a heightened awareness of how 
difficult it is to know oneself. 

The author calls his tales “sinis¬ 
ter little stories,” yet they tackle gi¬ 
gantic issues. Grappling with the 
challenges of being black, gay and 
not fitting in are central concerns. 
He is adamantly opposed to any 
notions of racial or sexual essential- 
ism and proves his point by narrat¬ 
ing stories about childhood idylls 
and walks to the corner store in a 
spectrum of voices. No less impor¬ 
tant in these stories is Fisher’s ever- 
increasingly desperate search for 
love, or at least some sign that he is 
worth something to somebody. 

S& M fantasies figured promi¬ 
nently in Fisher’s private life, and 
he transposes the bedroom expe¬ 


rience to the page adroitly. In 
“Arabesque,” he seeks to derive 
some validity (and approval) 
from being dominated by a man 
with a hard-on for the Intifada. 
But it’s no use. Even as he offers 
himself up to be choked, kicked, 
mauled and fucked by the sadist 
in the Israeli police outfit, he is 
disassociated from his partner’s 
dreams. Despite their intimacy, 
Fisher’s protagonist is isolated: a 
hostage, wronged, trapped, miser¬ 
able and alone. 

Sedgwick has also included se¬ 
lections from Fisher’s private 
journals, revelatory moments of 
the author’s sexual awakening and 
ho-hum details of life as he expe¬ 
rienced it from the time he was a 
high schooler at an army base in 
Germany to his eventual surren¬ 
der to HIV in San Francisco. It’s a 
chronology measured largely in 
musical tastes — from Donna 
Summer and the Bee Gees to Bad 
Brains and Fishbone, as well as a 
record of a writer maturing. 

The episodes Fisher recounts 
in these pages are at times glori¬ 
ous in their lurid details of sex 
with everyone from football play¬ 
ers and professors at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina to anony¬ 
mous partners in Buena Vista 
Park. Ribald as they are, though, 
these confessions also reveal the 
insecurities Fisher grappled with 
while contemplating both his 
quest for self-realization and his 
own mortality. “I WANT TO 
LIVE [sic],” he declares while 
pondering for the nth time the 
HIV time-bomb. “But I also want 
to be content, I want money, edu¬ 
cation, fame, friends, and good 
sex; I want a relationship that lasts 
more than 40 minutes.” 

While this type of blunt, ad¬ 
missive writing makes for quick, 
straight-ahead reading, the prose 
sometimes bogs down, as Fisher 
seems more concerned with docu¬ 
menting every sexual encounter 
he ever had in San Francisco than 
with telling a story. Redundancies 
aside, though, these journal en¬ 
tries form an intriguing comple¬ 
ment to the stories included in this 
volume, for they are frequently lit¬ 
tle more than ruminations on the 
stories themselves. In this respect 
the journals function as an answer 
key for a reader wondering what 
was passing through the author’s 
mind as he penned a particular

character. Fisher’s bouts of total 
degeneration and self-loathing 
(for example, his decree that he is 
“giving up everything to the pur¬ 
suit of cocks, to the consumption 
of sperm and piss for no other rea¬ 
son than that I’m a nigger and 
that’s what God put niggers on 
this earth to do”) explain why, for 
instance, he might seek solace in 
tales of bygone youth. 

Whether Sedgwick has any 
more of Fisher’s work to publish 
is a secret known only to her. 
What is apparent in the stories 
and journals presented so far, 
however, is a writer with a 
tremendous gift for inhabiting the 
space that keeps people in adjoin¬ 
ing seats miles apart, prevents 
lovers from ever being truly close, 
and distances human beings from 
knowing who they really are. T

check those facts I know from 
other sources and see whether the 
new work measures up. You may 
imagine my dismay when I dis¬ 
covered an egregious error on my 
first foray into The Lesbian Al¬ 
manac. 

According to page 286 of The 
Lesbian Almanac, Jane Rule’s first 
novel, Desert of the Heart, was 
published by Naiad Press in 1964. 


Since Naiad Press did not exist 
until 1973, that makes any claim 
for a Naiad publication in 1964 
problematic in the extreme. On 
the next page, we learn that Naiad 
published Rule’s This Is Not For 
You in 1970 and Against the Sea¬ 
son in 1971.1 think not. 

The problem with mistakes 
like these is that they cast a shad¬ 
ow of doubt over all the other in¬ 
formation in the book. For exam¬ 
ple, what are we to make of the 
fact that Eva Le Gallienne is not 
listed under the category “Les¬ 
bian/Bisexual Stage Actresses,” but 
under “Bisexual Performers of the 
Past” as a “Broadway actress?” Is a 
Broadway actress different from a 
stage actress? How so? The word 
“some” turns up in a fair number 
of headings, such as “Some Fa¬ 
mous Lesbian Artists of the Past” 
or “Some Reclaimed Artists Who 
Had Lesbian Imagery in Their 
Work,” but does that mean the ab¬ 
sence of the signifier “some” 
means that a list is complete and 
entire? I don’t know, and the book 
doesn’t make it clear. Why are 
some women designated lesbians 
when in other sections the term 
bisexual is also included? Eleanor 
Roosevelt, for example, is includ¬ 
ed in the list of “Notable North 
American Lesbians,” but would 
she not be more appropriately 
designated a bisexual? And why is 
Marlene Dietrich included in a list 
of North American lesbians? Was¬ 
n’t she German? Isn’t Germany 
some distance from North Amer¬ 
ica? Of course, Martina Navratilo¬ 
va (from Czechoslovakia), Alla 
Nazimova (Russia) and Mabel 
Mercer (Britain) are included in 
the North American list as well, so 
perhaps I am simply unclear on 
the meaning of the phrase “North 
America.” 


Do I seem a tad cranky? Well, I 
am. Sixteen dollars and ninety- 
five cents seems a lot to spend on 
an almanac this slipshod. The lists 
were apparently compiled off the 
top of a not very careful or knowl¬ 
edgeable head. Lesbians deserve 
better. ▼

can hurt one another. The prob¬ 
lem with her first novel is that she 
has enough to say for a longish 
short story, and so there is filler 
galore, with too much repetition 
to make an entirely pleasurable 
reading experience. Side issues are 
mentioned and then dropped 
when they should be explore^. 
The relationship between Susan 
and Leslie, for example, seems, at 
least in two lines, to be teetering 
on the brink of sexual congress, 
but, alas, that topic is adjourned 
without further discussion. There 
are also references to sexual ha¬ 
rassment, but, despite the signifi¬ 
cance of this issue for lesbians in 
the work place, the subject goes 
unexamined. 

One of the problems that 
young writers regularly face — in¬ 
cluding Hill — is the overloaded 
plot. I’ve read several first efforts 
recently that had enough plot for 
three Charles Dickens novels. An¬ 
other problem is the writer who 
doesn’t give readers enough tex¬ 
ture, incident, and character to 
support 200-plus pages. I suspect 
Linda Hill will be a writer to 
watch in the future, but her first 
novel contains more promise than 
realization. ▼

Histrionics

B ambi Lake, a self-described 
“transsexual with attitude,” 
came to San Francisco in 
1970 to make her dream come 
true — to become a musical the¬ 
ater star. Her autobiography pro¬ 
vides a glimpse into San Francisco 
at this time, revealing a city that 
was both exciting and full of col¬ 
orful people. Lake’s descriptions 
of this era and some of its more 
conspicuous personalities— in¬ 
cluding Sylvester — are high 
points in an otherwise shallow au¬ 
tobiography that often reads like 
a poorly transcribed, one-sided 
telephone conversation padded 
with double-spacing and redun¬ 
dant poetry. 

Early in the ’70s, Lake nearly 
made her dream come true in 
Berlin. International drag icon 
Romy Haag liked Lake and put 
her to work in Haag’s hot 
nightspot. There, she “got in a tiff 
with David Bowie” and sprouted 
hormone-induced breasts. Yet, 
Lake felt artistically stifled by 
doing pantomime. “I left Berlin 
where I was safe, loved, well paid, 
and on my way to a sure career,” 
Lake writes. “I returned to Amer¬ 
ica to ... become a legitimate 
singer.” 

Lake returned instead to a life 
on the streets. She worked as a fe¬ 
male stripper at the Galaxy in 
North Beach. “It was nice to work 
as a woman instead of a female 
impersonator,” she muses. “The 
military men didn’t have a lot of 
money, but they were the perks.” 
As long as no one saw dick, that is. 
Once her male sex was uncovered, 
the soldiers stayed away. Later, the 
performer specialized in she-male 
sex and advertised her wares in 
swingers newspapers like The 
Spectator. Arrests and substance 
addictions were the icing on 
Lake’s lowlife cake. 

Not surprisingly, Bambi Lake’s 
theatrical career went nowhere 


during this period. Her biggest 
claims to fame consist of rubbing 
shoulders with The Clash and 
dancing with Siouxsie Sioux. “Not 
many people realize how tall she 
[Sioux] is,” Lake breathlessly re¬ 
veals, “as tall as I am, six foot three 
in heels.” Then, in the early ’80s, 
she toured Europe with The 
Stranglers, a band considered a 
footnote in the history of British 
punk. Making porn films paid the 
bills. “Things were looking grim,” 
Lake admits, “but I still had my 
looks, new tits, and a newly 
trained singing voice.” 

Despite her optimism, Lake is 
the perpetual bridesmaid, stand¬ 
ing on the sidelines and watching 
success pass her by. In her glam¬ 
orous dream world, catching the 
bouquet means being famous, 
wearing fabulous lingerie, and 
chatting with punk thug Henry 
Rollins. Lake seems too distracted 
by tinsel and social maneuvering 
to find real satisfaction in fully ex¬ 
ploring and expressing her ideas. 

One idea that is clearly ex¬ 
pressed, however, is Bambi Lake’s 
desire to become a woman. Sever-

A modest exhibition of toy the¬ 
aters now showing at the San 
Francisco Performing Arts Li¬ 
brary & Museum turns out to be a 
small delight. “Play: The Art of Toy 
Theater” presents a collection of 
miniature models of classic prosceni¬ 
um-arch stages conceived as play¬ 
things for Nineteenth Century chil¬ 
dren. The toys were typically made of 
wood or cardboard, to which paper 
scenery, props, and actors could be 
added, and imaginary shows mount¬ 
ed. Apart from their curio value, the 
miniatures are useful artifacts in doc¬ 
umenting actual theaters and produc¬ 
tions from the 1800s. 

The SF PALM exhibit, drawn from 
its own archives as well as private col¬ 
lections, includes fully constructed 
and assembled stages from England 
(where the toy theaters were given the 
lofty title, “Juvenile Drama”), Ger¬ 
many (“Papiertheater”), Spain (“El 
teatro de los Ninos”), Denmark 
(“Dukketeater”), France (“Imagerie 
Francais”), Austria (“Kindertheater”), 
and the United States. It’s interesting 
to notice national differences in the 
toys, some of which so painstakingly 
replicate their models that even back- 
stage lines and tackles are represented. 
Perhaps the most fascinating toy the¬ 
ater is the Danish, in which a fantasy 
landscape serves as almost hallucina¬ 
tory backdrop. 

A video of a toy theater perfor¬ 
mance screens continually. It makes us 
wonder: what would the toy theater of 
a contemporary production look like? 
Tiny paper cut-out gayboy characters 
doffing their tiny paper cut-out 
panties and running around a tiny liv¬ 
ing room set? And look, sitting on the 
aisle— there’s a toy Chad Jones! T

cal beauty and its inevitable decay, 
virile males and the women who 
become dependent upon them. 
But there were also differences be¬ 
tween these writers, not the least 
of which were Inge’s own streak of 
tragic fatalism and his middle- 
class, Midwestern background. 

In 1956, Harry Cohn, head of 
Columbia Studios, decided to 
make Kim Novak a star in Picnic, 
and it worked. William Holden 
was signed for the male lead, and 
Joshua Logan, who had directed 
the play, agreed to direct. The 
movie was a hit, in large part be¬ 
cause of the chemistry between 
Novak and Holden. The actress 
had enjoyed mild success in sev¬ 
eral other vehicles, but no other 
picture captured more effectively 
Novak’s shy, sensitive, sensual 
gaucheness. 

After Picnic , Inge had a third 
hit, Bus Stop (1955), starring Kim 
Stanley. It, too, was made into a 
film (1956) starring yet another 
beautiful blonde, Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe. Inge closed the decade with 
The Dark at the Top of the Stairs, 
which Brooks Atkinson of The 
New York Times hailed as his 
“finest.” Dark was made into a 
haunting film as well, starring 
Robert Preston and Dorothy 
Maguire, but it didn’t do well 
commercially. Inge’s next play, A 
Loss of Roses, flopped, and later 
became an unsuccessful 
movie, The Stripper (1963), star¬ 
ring Joanne Woodward. 


Inge won an Oscar in 1961 for 
his original screenplay, Splendor in 
the Grass, an evocative, passionate 
story of first love. The film, di¬ 
rected by Elia Kazan, featured Na¬ 
talie Wood alongside Warren 
Beatty, who made his screen 
debut with this film. Once again, 
Inge showed that romantic pas¬ 
sion is wonderful but doesn’t 
guarantee happiness. 

As the decade wore on, Inge 
continued to write. Noteworthy 
from this period was his adapta¬ 
tion for the screen of James Leo 
Herlihy’s novel All Fall Down 
(1962). But by the mid-’60s the 
decline had set in. Unhappy about 
his homosexuality, plagued by al¬ 
coholism and chronic shyness, 
Inge grew increasingly reclusive 
and depressed. Finally, on June 5, 
1973, he overdosed on drugs and 
was admitted to a hospital. He 
checked himself out the next day 
and was found dead that night by 
his sister in the garage of his Bev¬ 
erly Hills home. He had commit¬ 
ted suicide by inhaling carbon 
monoxide. He was 60 years old. 

Let’s hope that the Castro’s 
screening of Picnic will launch a 
much-deserved reappraisal of this 
great work and artist. Like 
Williams, Inge exposed the less 
wholesome side of the ’50s, a 
decade recalled with fondness by 
some, with derision by others.
